THE SUN — In early December, the sun shines for 9.6 
hours each day, which falls back to 9.4 hours in late De¬ 
cember. December begins with 7:20 a.m sunrises and ends 
with 7:39 a.m. sunrises. During December the sun's peak 
height stays at about 27 degrees with your shortest sha¬ 
dows oeing twice as long as your actual height. During 
December, sunsets fall back from 4:54 p.m. to 5:03 p.m. 

December 21 is the first day of winter, the sun then ris¬ 
ing and setting farthest south for the year. All through the 
winter and spring, the sunlight hours will slowly increase, 
reaching 15 hours on summer’s first day. 

THE MOON — December opens with a nearly full 
moon. After St. Nicholaus’s Day (December 6), the moon 
shifts to the morning sky where it appears half full. The 
moon is last Seen in the eastern dawn as a slender cres¬ 
cent on December 13. The moon returns to the evening 
sky as a razor sharp crescent on December 16. By Decem¬ 
ber 22 the moon has grown to half full (like a letter "D") 
in the southern evening sky. This is the best time of the 
month to see the moon’s craters with binoculars or tele¬ 
scope. The evening moon grows to full on December 30. 
Moon/planet lines in December include: Jupiter — 2nd, 
Mars — 20th, Saturn — 27th, and Jupiter — 29th and 
30th. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest, planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more steadi¬ 
ly than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet’s 
light may flicker. It December, the planet Mars is in the 
west-southwest in the early evening. Look in the opposite 
direction for the planet Saturn, nearby a bright star (Tau¬ 
rus's eye). Above Saturn is the 7 Sisters star cluster, re¬ 
sembling a tiny dipper. In mid evening, the bright planet 
Jupiter appears low in the east. As it begins to get light at 
dawn, both Saturn and Jupiter are still visible in the west¬ 
ern sky. 

DECEMBER’S BEST SIGHTS — In the northeast, the 
golden star Capella shines brightly. To the right of Capella 
is the 7 Sisters star cluster, resembling a tiny mist of fire¬ 
flies. In mid evening the bright star cluster group Orion 
surfaces in the east. Orion’s most striking feature is his 
belt of three stars in a row. 

‘ DECEMBER ASTRONOMY ACTIVITIES — For the 
first three Sundays of December, the Frostburg State 
Planetarium will present The Shepherds’ Story," with free 
public showings at 4 p.m. and 7 p.m. Also featured is a 
Beginner’s tour of the evening sky using our planetarium 
projector. The Frostburg State Planetarium is just off the 
front lobby of Tawes Hall. The Cumberland Astronomy 
Club will meet on Friday, Dec. 14, at the LaVale Public 
Library at 7:30 p.m. All interested sky gazers from the tri¬ 
state area are welcome. 

Dr. Bob Doyle directs the planetarium at Frostburg State. 
Since the mid "70s, Doyle has been writing sky columns for 
beginners who would like to identify the brightest stars, plan¬ 
ets, and sigl fs in their backyards. To ask questions or get a 
free brochure, call the FSU Planetarium at 301-687-4270 
and press 4. Doyle also hosts "Skywatcha brief program on 
days of the week and sky sights, that airs on weekday eve¬ 
nings just before 9 p.m. on WFWM, Frostburg State’s radio 
station that transmits at 91.9 FM in western Garrett County 
and at 96.3 FM around Oakland.

How to Care for Your Poinsettia 

The life of the poinsettia, if cared for properly during 
the hohdays, can be extended throughout the year. 
During the holidays: 

1. When selecting a poinsettia, choose tightly clustered, 
small central flowers with crisp and bright foliage. 

2. When surface soil is dry to the touch, water thor¬ 
oughly. Discard excess water in the saucer or container. 

3. To prolong color, keep a temperature range of 60 
degrees for night and 72 degrees for day. High humidity 
is preferable. 

4. Avoid cold drafts and protect from cold winds. 

How to produce new blooms for next season 

1. During the winter, continue to follow holiday upkeep 
tips. 

2. When bracts fade, cut back to eight inches. 

3. Lightly fertilize every three to four weeks. 

4. When temperatures are warm, (over 60 degrees), 
place plant outside (put in larger pot and place in the 
ground to remove in September). 

Proper summer care will produce blooms at Christmi; 
time; 

1. The plant should be cut back two times during the 
summer. The first cut around Memorial Day and the last 
cut before Labor Day. 

2. From October 1st through mid December the plant 
must have 14 hours of darkness and 10 hours of natural 
light. This will force the green bracts to color for Christ¬ 
mas. 

3. Do not keep where there is night light, such as 
streetlights or outside lights.

Republican 
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Farmers Slow To Implement 
Nutrient Management Plans

ANNAPOLIS — With a 
Dec. 31 deadline looming, 
fewer than 8 percent of 
Maryland farmers have filed 
required nutrient manage¬ 
ment implementation plans, 
and part of the delay is be¬ 
ing blamed on the state, 
which in some counties is 
two years behind in devel¬ 
oping such plans. 

Of the 12,400 farmers in 
Maryland, only 948 have 
submitted completed nutri¬ 
ent management plans to 
meet the deadline. Another 
425 farmers have applied 
for a "justification for de¬ 
lay," which excuses them

Implementation of the 
phosphorous and nitrogen 
run-off management pro¬ 
grams required by the 
Maryland Water Quality 
Improvement Act of 1998 is 
supposed to begin at the 
end of 2002. Fanners who 
fail to meet that deadline 
and who fail to show the 
department they are taking 
steps to develop a plan 
could be fined up to $250. 

Yet state agricultural 
agents who help farmers de¬ 
vise the plans recently told 
farmer applicants that the 
earliest they can get to 
them is 2004, said Terry 
Poole, an agricultural exten¬ 
sion agent in Frederick 
County. 

"We just don’t have the 
resources here to do all the 
plans," he said. Maryland 
employs two people to help 
develop the plans for Fred¬ 
erick County’s roughly 1,300 
farms. 

Many farmers waited un¬ 
til the last minute to apply 
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for plans, which is adding to 
the long waiting list, Poole 
said. 

"It’s not entireh' unex¬ 
pected in a program that is 
this new," said Don Van- 
drey, spokesman for the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture. "This is the 
first time that any state has 
tried it in this way." 

To deal with the backlog, 
the department plans to get 
more people certified to de¬ 
velop the nutrient manage¬ 
ment plans, and it also may 
train a few farmers to de¬ 
velop their own plans. 

Farmers aren’t meeting 
the deadline, said Stephen 
Weber, president of the 
Maryland Farm Bureau, be¬ 
cause the state is over¬ 
whelmed with requests for 
plans. 

"I know they don’t have 
the resources," Weber said. 
"You could see it coming.... 
It’s becoming obvious that 
they are not going to get 
this done on time." 

Some lawmakers are con¬ 
sidering a bill to put off the 
deadline, an effort to medi¬ 
ate the same old struggle 
between farmers and bu¬ 
reaucracy that has always 
existed. 

"Farmers are very inde¬ 
pendent and they don’t 
want bureaucrats looking 
over their shoulder," said 
Delegate Robert Kittleman, 
R-Howard. Most want to 
comply with the law, he 
said, contrary to the stereo¬ 
type that farmers are drag¬ 
ging their feet because they 
don’t care about the envi¬ 
ronment. 

"There’s a presumption 
that farmers are going to 
put on more fertilizer than 
they need, and farmers are 
actually the most frugal" 
with their supplies, he said. 
"They are conservationists 
themselves, but they want 
to be left alone." 

Some legislators said the 
timetable was overly opti¬ 
mistic, particularly given the 
lack of funding. 

Delegate Ken Schisler, 
R-Talbot, said the state did 
not put the promised mon¬ 
ey into the budget after 
1999 because it wasn't used 
quickly in that year’s bud¬ 
get.

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deadlines were too ambi¬ 
tious when we started 
them," said Schisler, who is 
considering a bill to post¬ 
pone implementation of the 
plans beyond Dec. 31, 2002. 

"I do believe it’s impor¬ 
tant for policy makers to 
mean what they say, and if 
they can’t meet the dead¬ 
line they should just change 
the deadline," he said. 

That’s better than refus¬ 
ing to enforce it, he said. 

Pushing the deadline 
back is not the solution, 
said Theresa Pierno, Mary¬ 
land executive director for 
the Chesapeake Bay Foun¬ 
dation. 

"There is excess nutrient 
run-off. We’re seeing this 
excess run-off polluting the 
bay," she said. "In no way 
would we support eliminat¬ 
ing or putting this off for a 
number of years." 

Excess nitrogen and 
phosphorous encourage 
growth of the pfiesteria 
toxin that was linked to 
thousands of fish deaths in 
1997 on the Eastern Shore 
tributaries of the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay. Improvement of 
water quality standards for 
the bay became more ur¬ 
gent after the outbreak, 
which resulted in the Water 
Quality Improvement Act 
of 1998. 

Getting farmers trained 
to implement their own 
plans might be the solution 
to the problem, Poole said. 
Farmers mostly support nu¬ 
trient management, but re¬ 
sent "being legislated." 

"We can teach these peo¬ 
ple to write a plan and it 
can be functional for them," 
he said. "Then they can 
have ownership in it." 

New Nutrient 
Mgmt. Software 
Now Available 

A newly released nutri¬ 
ent management planning 
software program developed 
by the University of Mary¬ 
land in collaboration with 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture is now avail¬ 
able for purchase, Maryland 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Hagner R. Mister an¬ 
nounced last week. Die 
program, called NuMan- 

MD, can be purchased for 
$25 by farmers who are cer¬ 
tified to write their own 
plans, and $150 for licensed 
consultants. 

"This new program meets 
all Maryland nutrient man¬ 
agement requirements and 
is designed to be more ver¬ 
satile and user friendly than 
its predecessor,” said Secre¬ 
tary Mister. "NuManMD 
represents the most ad¬ 
vanced software available to 
complete Maryland nutrient 
management plans." 

NuManMD is loaded 
from a CD ROM drive and 
will work on computers sup¬ 
porting Windows 95 (OSR2 
or better), Windows 98, 
Windows NT4, Windows 

ME, and Windows 2000 op¬ 
erating systems. 

The program offers sev¬ 
eral new time-saving fea¬ 
tures, including fertilizer 
recommendations for over 
200 cropping management 
scenarios for forage, vegeta¬ 
ble, and row crops, mineral¬ 
ization coefficients for 28 
types of organic materials, 
multiple measurement units 
for fertilizers and organic 
materials, and the ability to 
handle split applications for 
multiple organic materials. 

The software also fea¬ 
tures electronic uploading 
and conversion of soil and 
organic materials analyses 
files, calculation and sup¬ 
port for crop phosphorus 
removal and manure trans¬ 
port, manure and sewage 
sludge nitrogen credits, ex¬ 
tensive user help files, over 
300 cropping notes, and ex¬ 
traction capabilities for us¬ 
ing information previously 
stored in the predecessor 
FERTREC Plus 3.0 data¬ 
base. Printing is handled 
through the Windows print 
manager portion of the op¬ 
erating system.

Correspondence 
Forestry Course 
Now Available 

Landowners, farmers, 
and others interested in for¬ 
estry can learn to manage 
their wood lots for timber 
products, wildlife, and over¬ 
all forest health bv taking a 
general foreatry correspon¬ 
dence course developed by 
Maryland Cooperative Ex¬ 
tension specialists at the 
University of Maryland’s 
College of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. Regis¬ 
trations are being accepted 
now for the spring 2002 se¬ 
mester. 

The general forestry cor¬ 
respondence course pro¬ 
vides the basics of forestry, 
forest ecology, and forest 
health. Studying in the com¬ 
fort of their home, students 
learn how to protect trees 
from insects, diseases, and 
Are, and explore the details 
of the forestry business, in¬ 
cluding tax nuances and the 
sale and harvest of forest 
products. They can use 
their own property, a 
friend’s forest, or nearby 
public lands to apply practi¬ 
cal exercises in forest man¬ 
agement. Ultimately, the 
course exercises help them 
develop an actual forest 
management plan. 

The course is presented 
as a notebook of lessons 
and supplemental readings. 
Its six units each contain 
several lessons with ques¬ 
tions at the end of each 
unit. Maryland Cooperative 
Extension experts at the un¬ 
iversity’s Wye Research and 
Education Center correct 
answers and return them 
throughout the course, so 
students have, constant feed¬ 
back. 

As part of the $150 regis¬ 
tration fee, learners receive 
a course text notebook and 
a separate appendices 
packed with resources. Sup¬ 
plemental readings provided 
include A Sard County Al¬ 


manac, The Woodland Stew¬ 
ard: A Practical Guide to the 
Management of Small Pri¬ 
vate Forests, and American 
Forests: A History of Resil¬ 
iency and Recovery.

McHenry MSP 
Barrack Notes 
Nov. Activity 


Hie Maryland State Po¬ 
lice Barrack W, located in 
McHenry, has released its 
police activity summary for 
the month of November. 

The personnel assigned 
to the local barrack handled 
a total of 1,732 calls for ser¬ 
vice. They were responsible 
for 34 arrests of adults on 
criminal charges, 13 of 
which were drug-related. 
Seven juveniles were jailed 
on criminal charges, four of 
whom face drug-related ac¬ 
cusations. 

Troopers charged 11 sus¬ 
pects on driving under the 
influence charges. Twenty- 
nine motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents were investigated, 
none of which resulted in a 
fatality. 

A total of 338 citations 
were issued for speeding, 
243 of which were for 
speeds in excess of 65 miles 
per hour along Interstate 
68. An additional 304 warn¬ 
ings were issued to speeding 
drivers. Troopers issued 106 
seat belt citations and one 
citation for non-use or im¬ 
proper use of child safety 
seat restraints. 

Troopers responded to 


five domestic violence-relat¬ 
ed cases, and closed three 
of them.

The 
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Maryland Sees 
Little Change 
In AIDS Cases

ANNAPOLIS - Despite 
ranking 19th in state popu¬ 
lation, Maryland is fifth in 
the annual number of AIDS 
incidences, a statistic fueled 
by drug use and cited by 
activists trying to make the 
stale do more to combat 
the virus. 

"I have seen the commu¬ 
nity be very scared and con¬ 
fused because of the myths 
that were out there original¬ 
ly, and some that are still 
out there about the trans¬ 
mission of HIV," said 
Stephanie Brooks-Wiggins, 
president of the People with 
AIDS Coalition of Balti¬ 
more and a person living 
with the virus for 17 years. 
"It’s a constant struggle to 
get people to listen." 

Friday, Nov. 30, marked 
the 13th annual World 
AIDS Day, seen by many 
IIIV/AIDS carriers and ac¬ 
tivists as an opportunity to 
publicize their efforts to 
increase research, beef up 
prevention education and 
awareness, lobby for state 
funding, and help others 
fight the epidemic that has 
killed or infected 60 million 
people since its discovery 20 
years ago 

Lt. Gov. Kathleen Ken¬ 
nedy Townsend and U.S. 
Rep. Elijah Cummings, D- 
Baltimorc, launched a new 
initiative Friday, called 
Maryland PUSH, tq fight 
the spread of HIV and 
AIDS in northwest Balti¬ 
more. 

The campaign adds 
AIDS counselors, drug

More than 22,000 Mary¬ 
landers are living with IIIV, 
or human immunodeucien- 
cy virus, or AIDS, acquired 
immunodeficiency syn¬ 
drome, while more than 
11,000 have died since the 
discovery of AIDS, accord¬ 


ing to a study by the state 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene. 

Baltimore has the eighth 
highest rate among metro¬ 
politan areas and accounts 
tor more than half of ail 
Maryland cases. Prince 
Cieorge’s County ranks a 
distant second at 13.6 per¬ 
cent of HIV and AIDS 
cases. (Garrett County 


ranks last, with four known 
AIDS deaths and about 10 
other HIV-related illness¬ 
es.) 

Experts say rampant drug 
use is to blame for the high 
incidence rates in the met¬ 
ropolitan areas. 

"Maryland’s problem with 
the IIIV epidemic is abso¬ 
lutely fueled by drug use," 
said Liza Solomon, director 
of the state AIDS adminis¬ 
tration. "We have to have 
our efforts dovetailed with 
drug prevention and drug 
addiction treatment. Thai’s 
where the challenge is for 
us." 

AIDS awareness and 
prevention education in the 
school system also needs to 
be part of the next step, 
said Brooks-Wiggins. And 
prices for medication, which 
can cost more than $20,000 
a year, must come down. 

AIDS activists worry that 
the state’s budget contrac¬ 
tion (the governor has 
ordered cost-saving mea¬ 
sures worth $205 million 
and instituted a hiring 
freeze) will mean less fund¬ 
ing for AIDS programs. 

"Fewer than 5,000 were 
killed by the Sept. 11 disas¬ 
ter, yet hundreds of thou¬ 
sands are affected by 
AIDS," said Doug Rose, 
spokesman for the AIDS 
Legislative Committee, a 
Maryland grassroots advo¬ 
cacy organization. " Ihere is 
a little terrorist already in 
our midst called the AIDS 
virus. We need not let down 
our guard on that virus or 
there will be many, many 
more deaths." 

About 86 percent of the 
2002 Maryland AIDS bud¬ 
get, totaling about $50 
million, comes from the 
federal government. Some- 



cause of death among mid¬ 
dle-aged blacks and black 
women, according to the 
national Black Coalition on 
AIDS. 

"I've seen the introduc¬ 
tion of AIDS drugs and 
seen people’s quality of life 
improve dramatically, but 
the epidemic is not over," 
said Brooks-Wiggins. 

She hopes breakthroughs 
in the establishment of a 
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vaccine will occur within 
five years. 

Hie ('enters for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
estimates that 800,000 to 
900,000 Americans are 
infected with HIV, includ¬ 
ing roughly 320,000 who 
have full-blown AIDS. As 
many as a third of HIV 
patients don’t know they 
have the virus.

legislators said most of the 
funding is secure, but cau¬ 
tioned against too much 
optimism. Budget cuts in 
drug abuse treatment and 
sexually transmitted disease- 
prevention are possible, said 
Sen. Paula C. Hollinger, 
D-Baltimore County, and 
that will affect AIDS rates 
because of the strong corre¬ 
lation between those behav¬ 
iors and the disease. 

Gov. Parris N. Glenden- 
ing will await estimates 
from the Board of Reve¬ 
nues in mid-December 
before making any decision 
on budget cuts. 

"It is way too early to be 
making any sort of forecast 
as to where the budget will 
be," said spokeswoman Mi¬ 
chelle Byrnic. "The gov 
ernor wants to make sure 
that services for people in 
need stay intact." 

Despite a reduction in 
AIDS cases and a 42 per¬ 


cent decline in AIDS deaths 
in 1996-97 attributable to 
the discovery of antiviral 
medicine, the decline has 
leveled off and the Mary¬ 
land health department 
study shows males and Af¬ 
rican-Americans remain at 
greatest risk of contracting 
the virus.

The National Audubon 
Society calls upon volun¬ 
teers in Garrett County to 
join with birders across the 
western hemisphere and 
participate in one of its 
winter-time traditions, the 
annual Christmas Bird 
Count (CBC), which will be 
held Saturday, Dec. 15, in 
the Oakland area. For more 
informatjon or directions to 
the count, persons may con¬ 
tact Connie Skipper at 301- 
387-5227. 

CBC began over a centu¬ 
ry ago when 27 conserva¬ 
tionists in 25 localities, led 
by ornithologist Frank 
Chapman, changed the 
course of ornithological his- 
-iory. On Christmas Day 
1900, the small group of 
conservationists initiated an 
alternative activity to the 
holiday practice typical of 


the time period. I he "side 
hunt" was an activity in 
which teams competed to 
see who could shoot the 
most birds and small ani¬ 
mals. Instead of hunting, 
Chapman proposed to 
count the birds they saw, 
thus founding one of the 
most significant citizen- 
based conservation efforts 
which has lasted for over a 
century. 

Apart from its attraction 
as a social, sporting, and 
competitive event, CBC re¬ 
veals scientific information 
on the winter distributions 
of various bird species. The 
CBC is important in moni¬ 
toring the status of resident 
and migratory birds across 
the Western Hemisphere. 
The data, 100% volunteer 
generated, have become a 
crucial part of the U.S. 
govcrnmcnt’snatural history 
monitoring database.

Medicines Sometimes Help Autistic Children 

Autism isa brain-related disorder that attects normal develop¬ 
ment ot social and communication skills Autistic children and 
adults tend not to form close personal relationships, won't cuddle, 
resist change, and often repeat certain acts and rituals If speech 
develops it may be abnormal in word choice, rate, rhythm, or pitch. 
And in severe cases, aggressive or self-injurious behavior occurs 
in as many as 1 in 500 persons, with males more likely to be autistic 
than girls. However, autism affects persons of various races and 
social backgrounds about equally 

A variety of medicines that affect the brain and nervous system 
are often helpful, but they do not resolve the underlying problem 
For example, the antipsychotic medicine haloperidol (Haldol) is 
used to control severely aggressive or self-destructive behaviors 
and abnormal repetitive movements. Clonidine (Catapres), which 
typically is used to help lower high blood pressure, may reduce 
irritability and hyperactivityand improve social functioning Antide¬ 
pressant medicines, including fluoxetine (Prozac), may be helpful 
in select instances. 


Bermuda, the West Indies, 
and Pacific islands count 
and record every individual 
bird and bird species seen 
during one 24-hour calen¬ 
dar day.

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Scores Of Companies Affected 
By EPA’s New Clean-Air Regs

WASHINGTON — For¬ 
ty-seven Maryland compa¬ 
nies will have to resubmit 
clean-air permit applica¬ 
tions to the state, after the 
U.S. Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency on Monday or¬ 
dered Maryland to conform 
with federal clean air stan¬ 
dards. 

The companies had ap¬ 
plications pending under 
the state law, which says 
only state residents have 
"judicial standing" to object 
to a permit application. The 
EPA said that violates the 
Gean Air Act, which says 
complaints can be filed-by 
anyone who can show they 
would be affected by a per¬ 
mit. 

"It becomes important 
when you are living right 
over the border," said EPA 


Region III spokeswoman 
Donna Heron. Anyone can 
comment, but "under the 
old Maryland law ... you 
would not have as much 
clout as under the federal 
regulations" 

The EPA also gave the 
state 18 months to bring its 
law into compliance with 
federal law, or face the loss 
of federal highway funds. 
State lawmakers rejected 
such a change this year, but 
Heron said the EPA ex¬ 
pects legislators will ap¬ 
prove the change before 
sanctions have to be put in 
place. 

While the EPA officially 
took over the program, it 
delegated authority to pro¬ 
cess permit applications 
back to the Maryland De¬ 
partment of the Environ¬ 
ment. The department will 
continue to process and de-

Miraculously, of the 200 
chestnuts on Hill’s Mt. Airy 
property, one tree, only 12 
inches in diameter, has 
lasted 65 years without 
getting the blight that wiped 
out a species that used to 
grow in the billions up and

breeding project Sam Cas- 
tleman runs in Iliurmont 
with the American Gicstnut 
Foundation. Castleman 
crossbreeds Chinese and 
American chestnuts in the 
hope he will eventually get 
a blight-resistant, pure 
American tree out of the 
375 he has at different ages 
and percentages of the two 
species. 

It will be about 8 to 10 
years before they will have 
a resistant tree, said Castle¬ 
man, who works with the 
American Chestnut Foun¬ 
dation to develop a region¬ 
ally adaptable strand of the 
tree. 

Hie first step in the 
breeding process is to cross 
a Chinese tree with an 
American tree. Then that 
cross is bred with another 
American tree, and so forth 
for a few generations, until 
a 15/16-pure American 
chestnut tree is created that 
has the blight-resistant 
characteristic of the Chi¬ 
nese chestnut. 

Before the blight struck 
in about 1900, imported on 
Asian nursery stock, the 
American chestnut grew in 
about a 200 million-acre 
area. The tree grew in 
significantly high numbers 


in Maryland and it is esti¬ 
mated that it represented 
one in every four hard¬ 
woods. 

"The American chestnut 
was the redwood of the 
East," Castleman said. 

Hill thinks preserving 
these trees is part of pre¬ 
serving an East Coast cul¬ 
ture. 

"When the chestnuts died 
out, a whole culture died 
out," he said. "Back in the 
old days, all these people 
went into the Appalachian 
Mountains to get furs. 
When that ran out, all they 
had was moonshine and 
chestnut trees." 

"At the present, it’s only 
part of a song, but in the 
past it was really the main¬ 
stay of rural Appalachia," 
said Ana Ronderos, com¬ 
munications director for the 
American Chestnut 
Foundation. Ronderos was 
speaking of "The Christmas 
Song," which begins with 
the lyric, "Chestnuts roast¬ 
ing on an open fire . . ." 

The American chestnut 
has more commercial value 
because it is larger and is 
highly rot resistant com¬ 
pared with the Chinese 
chestnut, as well as with 
other hardwoods. 

" Hie American tree 
really looks a lot different," 


said Doug Boucher, an 
ecologist at Hood College. 
The American tree tends t<j 
dominate the forest canop; 
while the Chinese tree ij 
usually smaller, he said. , 

The tree is known for 
making strong boards an) 
providing food for animaS, 
and people. ; 

"A lot of people dependj 
ed on the chestnut," Ron¬ 
deros said. "It was consid¬ 
ered a cradle-to-grave tree)' 
meaning it was used tb 
make everything from baty 
furniture to coffins. J 

Although it still may be 6 
few generations before the 
tree is once again common 
in the Appalachian Moun¬ 
tains, Boucher thinks they 
are more than halfway tp 
getting a blight-resistant 
pure American tree. Seeing 
a pure American grown 
would be a significant ac¬ 
complishment, Boucher 
said, since it was humans 
who brought about its de¬ 
mise through importation. 

"Beyond the practical 
value, I think there is a real 
use to restoring the ecosys¬ 
tem the way it was," 
Boucher said. 

"It’s quite an important 
piece in the past," Ronderos 
said. "It’s part of our heri¬ 
tage that we can’t appreci¬ 
ate now."

Prescription Drug Relief Act 
(Jets Thumbs Up From Seniors 
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hy Nora Achrati 
Capital News Service 
I ANNAPOLIS - Tens of 
thousands of low-income se¬ 
nior citizens have found 
relief from high medicine 
aosts through Maryland’s 
newly expanded prescription 
{Jrug relief program, state 
health department officials 
reported to the General As¬ 
sembly. 

I The Senior Prescription 
Prug Relief Act. signed in¬ 
to legislation last session, 
extended Maryland’s drug 
subsidy plan, broadened the 
geographic scope of the 
Maryland Mcdbank pro¬ 
gram, and required the De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Mental Hygiene to take the 
first step in creating a state- 
run drug discount program. 

Through Care First Blue- 
Cross BlueShield, Mary¬ 
land’s largest private health 


insurer, the short-term 
prescription drug subsid) 
plan now pays for $1,000 
worth of drugs for Medi¬ 
care-eligible seniors stale 
wide. Before this year, the 
program applied only to el¬ 
igible seniors in rural areas. 

CareFirst representatives 
said the expansion has been 
a success, with enrollment 
in every county. 

"Job well done,” Care- 
Iirst lobbyist I ran Doherty 
told members of the health 
department and the Joint 
Committee on Health ('are 
Delivery and Financing last 
week. "We feel the outreach 
has been really pretty terrif¬ 
ic.” 

Of the 30,000 program 
slots opened this year, 
26,418 have been filled, Do¬ 
herty said, and more than 
$6 million in care has been 
paid. 


Carefirst spokesman 
James Day said the pending 
merger with WellPoint 
Health Networks, a Cali¬ 
fornia-based insurance 
provider, does not affect 
the program’s funding. 
CarcFirst funds drug subsi¬ 
dies through hospital rate 
discounts granted by the 
state. In return, CareFirst 
acts as an 'insurer of last 
resort," offering open en¬ 
rollment to those for whom 
insurance is hard to come 
by. 

Hie Medbank program, 
which helps uninsured 
Marylanders apply to phar¬ 
maceutical companies for 
free drugs, now operates 
statewide through five re¬ 
gional offices with a budget 
of $2.5 million, according to 
the health department. 
Medbank originally served 
Baltimore and Western 
Maryland. 

liie program has helped 
5,705 people fill prescrip¬ 
tions this year — 3,189 


since expanding July 1, the 
department reported. Both 
Medbank and the drug sub 
sidy will end June 2003 or 
sooner, if a prescription 
drug benefit is added to the 
federal Medicare program. 

Hie health department 
also requested a waiver 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment to allow the prescrip¬ 
tion drug purchasing dis¬ 
count for Medicaid to apply 
to Medicare recipients, too. 
Hie discounts come from 
the state's ability to pur¬ 
chase medicines in bulk. 

If approved, the waiver 
would provide up to $28 
million federal dollars for a 
program to offer drug dis¬ 
counts to all in-state Medi¬ 
care patients who don’t 
have prescription drug cov¬ 
erage. 

Medicare is a federal 
program. Without the waiv¬ 


er, the discount plan would 
have to operate on only the 
state’s $8 million. The de¬ 
partment submitted its 
waiver application June 13. 
I he discount program will 
begin enrolling members 
after Jan. 1, 2002. 

Legislators were cheered 
by the report and say they 
would like to see the drug 
relief programs grow. 

"We would love to be 
able to expand our role, to 
provide more assistance to 
these seniors," said Dele¬ 
gate Peter A. Hammen, 
D-Baltimore. "(Gov. Parris 
N. Glendening] has said 
time and time again that 
this is the responsibility of 
the federal government, but 
if over and over the federal 
government isn't acting, 
then we need to do some¬ 
thing."

Burning Ban 
Lifted By DNR 

Maryland Natural Re¬ 
sources secretary J. Charles 
Fox announced Monday 
that a ban on open air 
burning in Maryland has 
been lifted. Secretary Fox 
said sufficient precipitation 
has been received to reduce 
the threat of wildfires, and 
rain forecast for later this 
week combined with a re¬ 
turn to more seasonable 
temperatures have resulted 
in low to moderate fire dan¬ 
ger ratings. The ban, an¬ 
nounced November 9, had 
applied to all open air 
burning in woodlands or 
within 200 feet of wood¬ 
lands, excluding recreational 
campfires. The ban on 
wood fueled campfires with¬ 
in all state forests and parks 
has also been lifted. 

Over the course of the 
fall fire season, firefighters 
from the DNR Forest Serv¬ 
ice, local units, and volun¬ 
teers responded to 4S6 out¬ 
door fires that in total con¬ 
sumed over 2,800 acres. 

The Maryland Forest 
Service enforces open air 
burning regulations. The 
following regulations apply 
to those activities occurring 
within 200 feet of a wood¬ 
land, or those activities ad¬ 
jacent to flammable materi¬ 
als that could ignite and 
carry a fire to a woodland. 
These regulations do not 
apply within incorporated 
towns, and individuals must 
adhere to any local ordi¬ 
nances concerning open air 
burning. 

A person may not engage 
in open air burning except 
under the following condi¬ 
tions: 

•There is a natural or 
constructed fire break that 
is free of flammable materi¬ 
al at least 10 feet wide com¬ 
pletely around the material 
to be burned. 

•Adequate personnel 
and equipment are present 
to prevent the fire from 
escaping. 

•At least one responsi¬ 
ble person remains at the 
location of the fire until the 
last spark is out. 

•Burning occurs between

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Lake Development 
Issues Topic Of 
Planning Meeting 

Prompted by concerns of 
Deep Creek Lake area 
property owners and busi¬ 
nesses, the Garrett County 
Planning Commission dis¬ 
cussed the way future devel¬ 
opment around the lake’s 
commercial center should 
be guided in order to main¬ 
tain its character. Concerns 
have been raised about the 
loss of commercial sites to 
residential development, es¬ 
pecially in the wake of the 
closing McClive’s Restau¬ 
rant several months ago, 
which was razed in order to 
convert the property into a 
townhouse development. 

The Deep Creek Lake 
Property Owners Associa¬ 
tion asked the Planning 
Commission to consider re¬ 
ducing the number of town- 
houses or condominiums 
(hat ran hr built on a lot in 
the lake’s town center in 
McHenry in order to pre¬ 
serve commercial establish¬ 
ments that serve residents 
and vacationers. 

The POA’s recommenda¬ 
tion wanted the commission 
to reduce the current lake 
town center density allow¬ 
ance from nine townhouse/ 
condo units per acre by 
more than half to four units 
per acre. The Planning 
Commission responded with 
tentative approval of the 
general concept by offering 
to draft a compromise 
amendment with input from 
the POA. 

The compromise amend¬ 
ment will likely "drop the 
number from nine units to 
seven, rather than four," 
said John Nelson, the coun¬ 
ty’s director of planning and 
zoning. The draft compro¬ 
mise will include an incen¬ 
tive that would permit de¬ 
velopers to exceed the ten¬ 
tative seven-unit figure by 
allowing for nine residential 
units "if a business already 
on the property can be sal¬ 
vaged or a new business 
facility is constructed as 
part of the new residential 
development," Nelson stat¬ 
ed. 

"'Hie idea is, if there is a 
business in conjunction with 
a housing development, the 
number of units can remain 
the same," POA president 
Fred Thayer concurred. "A 
developer could salvage an 
existing business or build a 
new commercial enterprise," 
in order to increase the res¬ 
idential density of the prop¬ 
erty to nine units per acre. 

Another matter discussed

Loch Lynn Man Found Guilty Of 
Assault, Endangerment By Jury 


A jury of nine men and 
three women found a lx>ch 
Lynn man guilty Monday in 
Garre!! County Circuit 
Court of second-degree as¬ 
sault and reckless endan¬ 
germent on a 15-ycar-old 
girl. 

Jeffrey Charles Minnick, 
35, had been charged with 
first- and second-degree 
rape, first- and second-de¬ 
gree assault, reckless endan¬ 
germent, and false impris¬ 
onment. 

The charges stemmed 
from an incident that re¬ 
portedly took place at Min- 
nick’s apartment along 10 
W. First St. the night of 
Feb. 16 and early morning 
of Feb. 17. The complainant 
testified that she had left 
her home without her 
mother’s knowledge during 
the night to look for her 17- 
year-old boyfriend. When 
she was unable to locate 
him at a friend’s house, she 
went to Minnick’s apart¬ 
ment, where she and her 
boyfriend had visited the 
previous week. 

The alleged victim testi¬ 
fied that Minnick invited 
her into his apartment to 
wait for her boyfriend. 'Hie 
girl said that Minnick stran¬ 
gled her with a curtain, 
causing her to temporarily 
lose consciousness. When 
she came to, the girl said, 
Minnick threatened to kill 
her, and then raped her 
several times during a two- 
hour period, during which 
time she screamed and 
pleaded with him to let her 
go home. 

The girl eventually es¬ 
caped and ran home, where 
her mother called the Gar¬ 
rett County Sheriffs Office. 
Minnick turned himself u> 
to police officers the :icxl 
day.

Budget Trimming To Dominate 
2002 Session Of Legislature

ANNAPOLIS — The 
2002 Maryland General As¬ 
sembly session promises to 
be more contentious than 
recent years with the bud¬ 
get, a smaller than usual 
pinata, hanging above anx¬ 
ious legislators waving their 
sticks and waiting to take 
their whacks when the ses¬ 
sion begins Jan. 9. 

"The budget always 
seems to play the central 
role in the session," said 
Sen. Christopher Van Hol- 
len, D-Montgomery, vice- 
chairman of the Budget and 
Taxation Committee. "But 
this year even more than 
most." 

' New budget estimates 
due out today will only 
show the si/e of the prob¬ 
lem — that there is a prob¬ 
lem is certain. 

Legislators will face fall¬ 
ing revenues for the first 
time in at least 15 years, a 
phenomenon unseen even 
in the recession years of the 
early 1990s. Soaring security 
costs in the wake of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks 
oinly compound the prob¬ 
lem. 

In October, Gov. Parris 
N. Glendcning ordered ini¬ 
tial measures aimed at rein- 
irfg in $205 million in state 
spending. Hiring was frozen 
throughout state agencies 
with the exception of securi¬ 
ty personnel, $65 million in 
capildl piojkUs were de¬ 
ferred, and all agencies 
w£re told to cut 1.5 percent 
from their budgets. 

• Those measures, com¬ 
bined with use of the state’s 
reserves, still left a $770 
million deficit for fiscal 
ykars 2002 and 2003, ac¬ 
cording to an October re¬ 
port by the Legislature’s 


fiscal analysts. 

Even in surplus years, 
the budget owes its histori¬ 
cal supremacy to one simple 
fact. 

"Without money, you 
don’t have any programs," 
said Sen. Barbara Hoffman, 
D-Baltimore, chairwoman 
of the Budget and Taxation 
Committee. 

The stakes will be even 
higher this January when 
legislators try to control 
spending in an election 
year. A strong partisan tone 
could already be set by the 
redistricting debate that, by 
law, must precede any other 
matters. 

Everyone is remaining 
tight-lipped about specifics 
of the next round of fiscal 
belt-tightening, deferring 
until after the release 
Thursday of the most recent 
data from the Board of 
Revenue Estimates. But a 
rough outline of the debate 
has started to appear. 

Consensus reaches as far 
as the need to control 
spending and the fact that it 
will be difficult. It falls 
short of agreement on ex¬ 
actly where the ax will fall. 

Some factions advocate 
using rainy day reserve 
funds. Others prefer dis¬ 
criminate trimming to 
across-the-board cuts. And 
still others want to delay 
the final phase of a sched¬ 
uled tax cut or to hold up a 
pay raise for state employ¬ 
ees, while most agree on 
bonding some capital pro¬ 
jects to free up cash. 

Republicans are leaping 
at the opportunity to say, 
"we told you so," and op¬ 
pose dipping into the rainy 
day fund. 

"It’s time to pay the pip¬ 
er for past indiscretions," 
said Senate Minority Lead-

er J. Lowell Stoltzfus, 
R-Somerset, who argued 
that this year’s budget was 
unsustainable from the be¬ 
ginning. 

The deficit will have to 
be made up through spend¬ 
ing cuts, said Stoltzfus, who 
opposes delaying the last 
phase of an income tax cut 
or borrowing to cover a sig¬ 
nificant amount of the 
shortfall. 

The session will be even 
tougher than those during 
the recession of the early 
1990s, said Senate Minority 
Whip Larry Haines, R-Car- 
roll. 

Haines has the gover¬ 
nor’s new office of Smart 
Growth in his sights, saying 
it can be handled under the 
Department of Planning. 

Another target could be 
some environmental pro¬ 
grams that, while important 
in the long run, do not have 
the a jmj^ediate impact of 
others, said Delegate Mar¬ 
tha Klima, R-Baltimore, an 
Appropriations Committee 
member. 

"A 1.5 percent cut across- 
the-board is not the way to 
go," she said. "Some of 
those cuts really hurt indi¬ 
viduals like in the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene." 

Democrats are less spe¬ 
cific when asked about 
plans to cut spending.

cent mandated by state law, 
said Hoffman. Delaying the 
tax cut would be a last re¬ 
sort, she said, well behind 
funding some capital pro¬ 
jects with bonds to free up 
cash for priorities like 
health and education. 

Legislators agree that al¬ 
ready under-funded health 
programs providing services 
to some of the most vulner¬ 
able Marylanders should be 
spared from cuts. Medicaid 
faces an estimated $173 
million deficit and mental 
health is short $10.5 million. 

The mental health sys¬ 
tem was on the verge of a 
crisis last spring until the 
state pledged an additional 
$30 million from a tax am¬ 
nesty program. That pro¬ 
gram netted only $39 mil¬ 
lion rather than the $70 
million projected, I carving 
another gap to fill. 

The delay of a 4 percant 
salary increase for 35,000 
state workers was men¬ 
tioned as a possibility by 
some legislators, but Sue 
Esty, legislative director for 
the union representing state 
workers, said that she has 
heard nothing. 

"The raise was negotiated 
through collective bargain¬ 
ing and only the governor 
could take action on that," 
Esty said. "He would have 
to approach us and renego¬ 
tiate...we’re not anticipating 
any surprises." 

But Esty is still wary of 
where cuts will be made in 
a tight budget year. 

"Our fear is that, as has 
happened so often in the 
past, budget shoitfalls will 
be borne on the backs of 
state employees." 

As in any fight there will 
be winners and losers, but 
with voters going to the 
polls in November, legisla¬ 
tors want to make it as 
painless as possible. 

"In an election year 
you’re going to ask all of 
these legislators to be altru¬ 
ists and I’m not sure that’s 
going to work," said Hoff¬ 
man. "But as the Budget 
Committee we’re going to 
try and hold the line."

This is our response to Governor 
Glendening’s "decree," and that of our countv com¬ 
missioners, which grants an extra paid holiday for 

state and county employees, that being next Monday, 
Dec. 24. Those of us in private business, particularly

that day, are naturally a bit resentful 

But setting aside the need for private businessper¬ 
sons to work that day, the major gripe is that the sal¬ 
aries of state and county employees are paid for by 
those same private businesspersons and all other tax¬ 
payers (yes, including the state and county employ¬ 
ees). The price tag for the governor’s gift to the tax- 
pavers, a day’s pay for no work, is an estimated $2.5 
million. We don’t have the numbers on the cost of 
Garrett County’s employees' being off for a day, but 
we are sure that it is in the tens of thousands. 

A spoke*~*rson for the governor said that, with 
Christmas Eve on Monday, it would be "awkward" 
for state employees to work that day. Awkward? 
What exactly does that mean? The last time the gov¬ 
ernor did this was when Christmas was on a Thurs¬ 
day so state workers could again have a four-day hol¬ 
iday weekend. No doubt two years from now it will 
happen again. Meanwhile, for the first time in many 
years, the state is facing a budget deficit rather than 
a surplus. The governor has instituted a hiring freeze 
and a detailed cost containment program. Many 
agency budgets are going to be cut tnis coming fiscal 
year. (Sec a story aoout this in this section.) All of 
this makes his gift just a bit hypocritical. 

Another excuse is that this is a gift to the state 
employees "because of the September 11 attacks." 
Will someone also please explain what that means? 
Just exactly how have the jobs of most state employ¬ 
ees been made more difficult since 9/11? 

Yes, it would be far more convenient, and “nice," 
for everyone to have Monday off, especially if there 
is family travel involved for the holidays. But persons 
should save a vacation day for such purposes, or take 
the day off without pay ir their payer happens to be 
the taxpayer. The 2001 calendars were out a long, 
long time ago, so it should not be a bia surprise to 
anyone that Christmas Eve is on a Monday this year. 

We really don’t want to identify with Ebenezer 
Scrooge, or give the impression that we believe that 
the single most important thing in one’s life should

I appreciate your willing¬ 
ness to publish last week’s 
editorial in spite of the 
tragedy which took place 
the previous evening. I 
would like to express my 
deepest sympathy to the 
family of 10-year-old Melvin 
Beachy for their tragic kiss. 
My heart also goes out to 
the bus driver and the 13 
other children who had to 
helplesslv witness this horri¬ 
ble accident. I, like you, do 
not intend to accuse or 
judge the driver of the car, 
as I’m sure his life is also 
filled with grief and re¬ 
morse. Unfortunately, acci¬ 
dents do happen, and al¬ 
though we are sometimes 
unable to explain or make 
sense of them, we must 
draw on our faith and go on 
with more purpose. It is for 
this reason that I am writ¬ 
ing this letter. 

TWo and a half years 
ago, mv then 7th grade 
son’s life came within inch¬ 
es of tragedy as he stepped 
off the school bus. The red 
lights were flashing and the 
traffic had come to a stop. 
As my son stepped onto the 
pavement from the bus, his 
mstincts told him to look 
up. As. he did so, a vehicle 
brushed past his face. An¬ 
other second, and his life 
and ours would have 
changed forever. A vehicle 
had come up from behind 
the bus and passed it on the 
shoulder of the road, totally 
oblivious to the big yellow 
bus with red flashing lights.' 
A year later, this happened 
for the second time. Had it 
not been for the quick 
thinking of the bus driver 
who summed the doors 
shut, once again, my son 
could have been killed. 

After discussion with the 
bus driver, and approval 
from Mr. Refosco at the 
Board of Education, our 
bus stop was moved to 
another location up the 
road. Here, traffic might 
not be so congested and the 
big yellow bus with red flash¬ 
ing lights may be more 
visible. Last May, as I sat at 
the corner of Lake Street 
waiting for the bus to safely 
bring my children home, I 
personally witnessed this 
same scenario for the third 
time! The bus had ap¬ 
proached and given an 
ample yellow warning signal 
before it stopped with the 
red lights flashing. The 
driver waited to be sure the 
oncoming traffic had fully 
halted, and opened the 
doors. As the girls started 
down the steps, a small 
wnite true* came tlymg up 
from behind the bus and 


proceeded to co around on 
the shoulder. I hit my horn, 
the driver slammed the 
doors shut, and the driver 
of the truck stopped and 
casually pulled oack into 
the lane Dehind the bus. It 
was at this moment that I 
personally declared war on 
school bus violators. 

The rules are clear and 
simple. Yellow lights mean 
slow down — tne bus is 
preparing to stop. Red 
lights mean stop — children 
will be getting on or off the 
bus. Last school season 
alone, Bus 42 documented 
roughly 120 violators of this 
law. This is not counting 
the cars which hurried 
through just as the lights 
were changing from yellow 
to red. One hundred twenty 
cars drove through after the 
lights were red, the bus was 
stopped and the stop arm 
was extended. At this point, 
ch i ldrcr are netting on or 
off the bus. Already this 
school year, Bus 42 has 
documented roughly SO of 
these same violations. Bus 
71 and Bus 22, which also 
both serve the children 
living on Route 219 in the 
Oakland town limits, have 
as many or more violations 
as Bus 42. It is a common, 
daily occurrence for cars to 


file past, two, three, and 
sometimes four in a row 
after the red lights are on 
and the stop arm is already 

extended. 

I have voiced my con¬ 
cerns and taken these statis¬ 
tics to our county commis¬ 
sioners, Senator Hafer, and 
Delegate Edwards, who 
have acknowledged this as a 
serious problem. They have 
agreed to introduce a new 
law regarding school bus 
violations into the January 
legislative session based on 
the recommendations bv 
the Traffic Advisory Boara. 
I asked that board at a 
November meeting to go 
for the maximum Ones, as 
well as a license suspension. 
I’m still waiting to hear just 
how seriously they have 
taken my request. I gath¬ 
ered information for them 
on cameras, which are 
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which record violations in 

E rogress. This information 
as oeen*given to the super¬ 
intendent of schools as well. 
I also asked for a huge 
publicity campaign to draw 
awareness to this terrible 
problem facing our young 
children every time they get 
on or off the school bus. 
I’m anxiously awaiting this

IN TIME OF CRISIS 

Nothing had prepared ine for my first airplane journey 
since September 11. The day was not auspicious, the Mon¬ 
day morning after Thanksgiving. The lines at Baltimore- 
Washington International stretched from one pier to the 
next. They actually stretched farther because they twisted 
and turned, and doubled back upon themselves. 

There were literally miles of lines that motning. 1 

My line moved along well, due mostly to the airline I 
was flying. The line going in the opposite direction was 
not managed so well. The levels of cooperation and frus¬ 
tration among passengers corresponded directly to the 
competence of line management. Most Americans are rea¬ 
sonable people if given excuse to be. 

TWo days later my return flight was not full. The traffic 
at the airports was light. My conclusion is that fear ceases 
to be a sufficient motivator when overwhelmed by desire 
or need. That suggests to me that the fear is misplaced 
and irrational. 

If anything, the danger was greater on Monday than on 
Wednesday precisely because of the confusion generated 
by large crowds. On Wednesday my bag was hand- 
searched with exactly the same contents as on Monday. 
With fewer people to deal with, security could be and was 
more thorough. 

I also had a dose of culture shock. For the first time 
since I was 12 years old I spent nearly three days without 
a pocket knife. I felt naked. Thirty years ago carrying a 
pocket knife was an expresskm of being prepared, of be¬ 
ing a countryman. Today, carrying a pocket knife — a pen 
knife as we anachronistical call it, since it had been a 
king tin$ since anyone had sharped hjs pen with one — 
is considered a menace. 

Around that same time I was listening to a book on 
tape titled Scandalmonger by William Safire. Safire has 
made his living for nearly 30 years as a journalist and 
author. Before that he worked as a speechwriter for Presi¬ 
dent Nixon, so he has known at least one political scoun¬ 
drel well. He also understands well the work of political 
journalism and the all-too-incestuous relationships be¬ 
tween politicians and journalists. 

Scandalmonger is a historical novel about the decade 
from the end of Washington’s presidency until the middle 
of Jefferson’s tenure in that office. The protagonist — one 
could not quite call him a hero — is the premier journal¬ 
ist of that period, James Callender. 

First the tool of Jefferson and then, when Jefferson 
disappoints his rightful expectations, Jefferson’s woukl-be 
nemesis, Callender does All the President’s Men kind of 
digging on the public and private lives of America’s first 
citizens. 

Most interesting to me was Callender’s criticism of the 
Allen and Sedition acts signed into law by President John 
Adams. Adams may have been the most personally virtu¬ 
ous of our presidents, and yet he approved one of the 
most anti-democratic measures ever signed into law. The 
anti-sedition legislation made it illegal to say that the 
federal government was wrong about anything. 

How did such legislation pass the Congress and gain 
Adams' signature? Americans were afraid of war with 
either England or France (depending on the political 
party) and of civil war amongst the states of the Union. 

Tlte law had a cause but it had no purpose. It did no 
good whatsoever, and threatened the fabric of American 
democracy. Within a decade of the U.S. Constitution’s rat¬ 
ification our country was in danger of becoming what we 
today would call a totalitarian state. 

At times it was only a scandalmonger of a journalist 
that stood between fear and freedom. A scoundrel with a 
pen is often necessary to prevent a good man in high of¬ 
fice from doing evil. Such were my thoughts as I stood in 
une at tac oaiimiore- w asnmgion international Airport on 
the Monday after Thanksgiving. 


Why does u take so 
long for the people with

die? 

This problem should 
have been taken seriously 
king before Melvin Beachv 
died last week. Children s 
lives are at stake every time 
the bus stops. When I re¬ 
ceived a phone call about 
the accident that day, I 
immediately thought of a 
dozen "hot spots* on Route 
219 akme where that acci¬ 
dent might have likely taken 
place. Tnat alone is tragic! 

All of the children in 
Garrett County deserve the 
right to feel safe when they 
tet on and off the school 
bus. We promise them that 
on the first day of school. 
The responsibility is not 
theirs — it-is ours to make 
it safe for them. Please, 
help the bus drivers do 
their jobs and protect the 
children. Simply stay alert 
to them in the mornings 
and again in the afternoons. 
Watch for their signals — 
skiw down when the light 
turns yellow and be ready 
to stop. Leave plenty of 
room for error in case the 
car behind you doesn’t act 
as responsibly. And please, 
help oy getting a license 
number and description of 
a violator for the Sheriffs 
Office — they will take it 
from there. 

Also, remember that 
passing on the shoulder of 
the road is illegal and is, 
unfortunately, becoming a 
way of life, liiis bad habit, 
added to the problem of 
ignoring the flashing red 
lights of the school bus, has

lives three times now. If you 
feel the need to keep traffic 
' moving, please dcr so with 
extreme caution and be 
fully aware of why the traf¬ 
fic is stopped in front of 
you. It just might be a child 
getting off a bus. While the 
MD Department of Trans¬ 
portation State Highway 
Administration officials may 
ignore that this is a serious 
problem, the fact is that 
pedestrians still rightfully 
use those improved shoul¬ 
ders and have the right of 
way. 

These are two very seri¬ 
ous problems. Passing the 
big yellow bus with the red 
flaming lights is the first and 
the second is passing on the 
shoulder. Each one is seri¬ 
ous enough alone, but when 
combined, they create a 
potentially fatal situation. 
Please stay alert and drive 
carefully.

Deer Season 
Opens Saturday 

Ilic final segment of 
Maryland's muzzle-loader 
deer season will open this 
Saturday, Dec. 15, and will 
continue for two weeks 
through Saturday, Dec. 29. 
An estimated 32,000 white- 
tailed deer muzzle-loader 
hunters are expected to 
spend about 123,000 days in 
the field. Mu/y.leloadcr deer 
hunting is one component 
of the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
diversified deer manage¬ 
ment program. 

Maryland muzzleloader 
hunters have four separate 
bag limits within four deer 
management regions. The 
number of deer that a muz¬ 
zleloader hunter can take in 
one region will not affect 
the hunter’s bag limit in

OCEAN’S ELEVEN 

Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:56 - Released 12/7/01 

Ah, Vegas. Where the money flows like wine, the 
hookers are top-notch, and the criminals are handsome, 
clever, and oh-so-charming. At least in Hollywood mov¬ 
ies like Ocean’8 Eleven, directed by rising superstar 
dteven Soderbergh, who received Best Director nomina¬ 
tions for not one but two films last year (Erin Brockovich 
and Traffic, the latter of which he won). A remake of the 
largely forgettable I960 rat pack movie by the same 
name, Ocean 's Eleven emanates a kind of old-time Vegas 
style that makes it hard to realize it’s set in the present, 
and though it gives a fun look at the planning and 
execution of a complex if implausible mqjor casino heist, 
it is really little more than a standard caper movie. Its 
cast, an embarrassment of riches including George 
Clooney, Julia Roberts, Brad Pitt, Matt Damon, Andy 
Garcia, and several others, makes it seem vastly over¬ 
stocked for its subject matter, but maybe this is 
Soderbergh’s way of capturing the opulent feel that 
emanates from that glitzy, famously overstocked city. 
The dir ector handles his text (by Ted Griffin, based on the 
I960 version by George Clayton Johnson, Jack Golden 
Russell, Harry Brown, and Charles Lederer) with expert 
style, and the star-studded cast works together like a 
well-oiled machine. But there’s little acting called for 
here, and this group is frankly overqualified. 

• Immediately upon his release from the Jersey State 
Prison, debonair crime mastermind and grade-A babe 
njagnet Danny Ocean (Clooney) is already planning his 
r$>xt heist. And it ain’t little. Operating in standard 
jealous husband mode, Danny wants to rip off three 
Vegas casinos (the Bellagio, the Mirage, and the MGM 
Qrand) owned by Harry Benedict (Garcia), who is cur¬ 
rently dating Danny’s ex-wife Tess (Roberts). In order to 
pull this off, he will need more than a few partners in 
dime, so he contacts his old pal Dusty Ryan (Pitt) and 
tfcey begin assembling their crew. Are you ready? There’s 
inside man frank UJemie Mac), who works as a dealer; 
high-roller Ruben (Elliott Gould), who will fund the 
operation; bickering brothers Virgil and Turk Malloy 
(Casey Affleck, Scott Caan), serving as ace drivers; a 
computer geek (Edward Jemison); an explosives expert 
(Don Cheadle, inexplicably faking a British accent); a 
Chinese acrobat (Shaobo Qin); an elderly con man (Carl 
Reiner); and finally, a smooth, bookish pickpocket named 
Linus Caldwell (Damon). Have I reached eleven yet? 

Together these guys enact the most painstaking, 
excruciatingly complex plan you could ever imagine, 
constructing working mock-ups of the casino’s vault and 
Security systems, recording fake video surveillance tapes, 
schmoozing information out of everybody who can’t be 
bribed, and even swimming in raw sewage to make it 
work. Well, okay, the sewage thing was just for fun. With 
a total take in the hundreds of millions, each member is 
promised an 8-figure return for his trouble. Finally, 
While Ocean’s other ten are doing their jobs and playing 
(heir parts to the proverbial hilt, their charming leader 
is busy using his big, er, screwdriver to pry his way back 
Ihto Tess’s cold, cold heart and make her forget her 


wealthy but Corleone-esque husband. 

After taking a wonderfully refreshing break from 
routine in O Brother, Where Art Thou ? last year, George 
Clooney has returned to familiar ground; in fact, all the 
principals (and the director, for that matter) are doing 
work they could do in their sleep, resulting in an emi¬ 
nently watchable film built on a very run-of-the-mill 
story. Ocean’s is certainly worth a look, but don’t expect 
it to effect a—ahem—"sea change” in your life. **** 

THE MAN WHO WASN’T THERE 

Rated R - Running Time: 1:56 - Released 11/2/01 

It is no secret that Joel and Ethan Coen, the two 
brothers from Minneapolis, have become one of the most 
talked about writing/directing/producing teams of late, 
carving out a distinctive niche for themselves (and 
winning numerous awards) with quirky, inventive films 
full of memorable characters and visually powerful im¬ 
ages, always built on their own highly distinctive style of 
'screenwriting. Usually basing their scripts on great 
works of literature and often using the same actors, they 
tend to alternate between violent murder thrillers with 
a touch of humor (Fargo, Blood Simple ) and dark com¬ 
edies with a touch of violence (Raising Arizona, O Brother, 
Where Art Thou ?). Their latest film, The Man Who Wasn’t 
There, falls squarely into the former category. Shot in 
black and white, it is a quiet, contemplative noir thriller 
with a look and tone uncannily reminiscent of Hitchcock 
and a slow, brooding pace that at times undermines its 
effectiveness. 

Revolving, as many Coen bros. films have, aroimd an 
unintentional killing, The Man Who Wasn’t There stars 
Billy Bob Thornton as a barber named Ed Crane, who 
works silently, with an ever-present cigarette, in a small, 
family-owned barber shop in rural California in the late 
1940s. "I don’t talk much," Thornton says in a gravelly 
voiceover while clipping away at some rich kid’shair. But 
Ed’s silence is more than made up for by the overly 
talkative Frank (Michael Badalucco), the shop’s owner, 
who regales his patrons with his knowledge of barberish 
subjects like fly-fishing. Frank is the brother to Ed’s 
opportunistic wife Doris (Frances McDormand, a.k.a. 
Mrs. Joel Coen), who is working her way up the admin¬ 
istrative ladder at Nirdlinger’s department store, partially 
by having an affair with her boss, Big Dave (James 
Gandolfini). I cannot go into specifics without revealing 
important surprise elements of the plot, but Doris’s 
relationship with Dave results in several events that 
change Ed’s life, including a murder, a suicide, a wrongly 
accused suspect, and the disappearance of a stranger 
with $10,000 of borrowed money. Effective in supporting 
roles are Jon Fohto as a homosexual entrepreneur and 
con man, Tony Shalhoub as an arrogant and long-winded 
attorney, and 16-year-old Scarlett Johansson (TheHorse 
Whisperer) as a young pianist whose music eases Ed’s 
soul in his troubled times, but whose irmocent beauty 
leads him into more trouble. 

Although this film is deeply intriguing and fairly 
crammed with subtle references and mysterious symbol¬ 
ism relating to everything from the philosophy of 
Heisenberg to alien abduction, it moves at a glacial pace 
and sometimes suffers from an overindulgence in style. 
While the Coens are clearly head and shoulders above 
most filmmakers in their ability to tell a complex story 
with style and grace, this time the style comes close to 
overshadowing the substance, especially in the use (dare 
I say overuse?) of the black and white contrasts. Visual 
images and atmosphere (largely the work of the Coens’ 
gifted cinematographer, Roger Deakins) are regularly 
put before the necessary furthering of the plot, so the 
viewer spends more time noticing tne set dressing and 
camera angles than absorbing the story. 

Stylistic obfuscations aside, The Man is certainly a 


thought-provoking piece showcasing more excellent work 
from Thornton, McDormand, Gandolfini, and Shalhoub, 
and another example of what cinema can be when 
produced by talented people. It’s nice to know there are 
a few filmmakers out there who are interested in produc¬ 
ing art rather than just soulless commerce, ****

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Homebuilders, Homebuyers Need 
To Be Aware Of Custom Home Act 

The information presented in this article is summarized 
from "Buying a New Home: Consumer Rights and Remedies 
Under Maryland Law," a publication of the Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Division of the Maryland Office of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. The document can be obtained by calling 1-877-259- 
4525, or viewed online at www.oag.state.md.us/homebuilden 

The recent arrest of an area homebuilder for the sec¬ 
ond time this fall on charges of non-compliance with the 
Maryland Custom Home Protection Act (as reported in 
last week’s issue of The Republican) underscores the need 
for home construction firms to comply with the legislation, 
and for homebuyers to be aware of their rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities. Non-compliance with the Act on the part of 
a homebuilder can result in a jail sentence and/or a large 
fine if convicted in court, and the potential loss of many 
of thousands of dollars by a property owner who had en¬ 
tered into an agreement with a builder who fails to com¬ 
ply. 

"Marylanders purchase more than 10,000 new homes 
each year,” said J. Joseph Curran Jr., Maryland’s attorney 
general. "Understanding your rights and responsibilities as 
a new home buyer protects your investment and can make 
the process of buying a new home go more smoothly." 

Homebuilders Required to Register with State 

Hie Maryland Custom Home Protection Act, which 
took effect Jan. 1, 2001, for all new home sales and con¬ 
struction contracts, requires persons or entities who build 
new homes or enter into contracts to sell new homes to 
register with the Home Builder Registration Unit of the 
Consumer Protection Division of the Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General. The Act further provides that a permit for 
home building may not be issued unless the permit in¬ 
cludes the home builder registration number of the regis¬ 
tered builder. 

A builder must be registered in order to get building

permits and have valid contracts. A non-registered builder 
can request a landowner to apply for a building permit 
himself in an attempt to avoid having to register; however, 
the landowner does so at his own risk, and could lose cer¬ 
tain rights and remedies. 

To find out whether a builder is registered with the 
Home Builder Registration Unit, landowners may call toll 
free at 1-877-259-4525, or consult the unit’s web site at ww 
w.oag.state.md. us/homebuilder. 

Custom Home Contracts 

Maryland law already in place before last January 1 has 
additional requirements for custom home contracts. When 
the buyer pays a builder to build a house on land the buy¬ 
er already owns, then the contract is for a custom home. 
Usually the buyer pays the builder a deposit and then a 
series of "progress payments" as stated in a "draw sched¬ 
ule" as each stage of the building is completed. The buyer 
pays the last progress payment after the builder has com¬ 
pleted the house and has provided the buyer with the 
"waivers of liens," which prove that all of the subcontrac¬ 
tors have been paid and will not file a mechanics’ lien on 
the house. The Custom Home Protection Act applies to 
this type of housing purchase. The law covers both houses 
constructed on site and those manufactured elsewhere and 
installed on site. 

Deposits: The Custom Home Protection Act requires 
that any deposit greater than 5 percent of the total con¬ 
tract price must be held by the builder in an escrow ac¬ 
count or be covered by a bond on file with the state. For 
the greatest protection, a landowner may ask the builder 
to put the deposit in an individual escrow account that re¬ 
quires both the landowner’s and the builder’s signatures 
for any withdrawal. A custom home builder may make 
withdrawals from an escrow account only when returning 
all or a portion of the money to the landowner; when pay¬ 
ing subcontractors and suppliers in accordance with the 
draw schedule; in the event the landowner forfeits the 
money under the specific terms of the contract; or as a fi¬ 
nal payment upon the landowner taking possession of the 
house. 

To verify information about a homebuilder’s escrow ac¬ 
count, a property owner should call the bank that has the 
account. To verify a builder’s bond or letter of credit, 
which can also be used to protect a deposit, the property 
owner can call the Maryland Department of Labor, Li¬ 
censing, and Regulation at 410-230-6111. 

Draw schedule: A custom home contract is required by 
law to have a draw schedule, which describes when the 
builder is entitled to receive progress payments as each 
stage of the construction is completed. In shopping for a 
coiiSti uciiuu loan, iaiulowiici s should check that Inch 
bank has adequate procedures to ensure that it does not 
release progress payments to the builder until the bank 
has verified that the work has been completed. Some buy¬ 
ers have chosen to require that, in addition to the bank, 
the buyer or a buyer’s representative with building experi¬ 
ence has to sign off before a progress payment is made. 

Builder’s list of payments to subcontractors: Within 30 
days after receiving each progress payment, the builder is 
required by law to provide the landowner with a list of all 


subcontractors or suppliers who have provided more than 
$500 of goods or services to date and indicate which of 
them have been paid by the builder. The landowner 
should call the subcontractors and suppliers to verify that 
they have been paid. If they have not been paid, the land- 
owner should not authorize further progress payments to 
the builder until the builder pays the subcontractors. 

Waivers of liens: The custom home builder is required 
by law to provide the landowner with waivers of liens from 
all subcontractors and suppliers within a reasonable time 
after these subcontractors have provided the goods and 
services. The landowner should make sure that all subcon¬ 
tractors who have finished their work or provided their 
goods and services have been paid, and should obtain the 
waivers of liens, before authorizing the next progress pay¬ 
ment to the builder. 

A Custom Home Contract Must Include: 

•Certifitation that the builder has, or has not, had ad¬ 
verse adjudications or unsatisfied judgments in connection 
with a custom home contract within the last three years. 
Any such adjudications or unsatisfied judgments must be 
listed. 

•A statement that all change orders must be in writing 
and specify any change they will cause in the price of the 
house. 

•A disclosure whether the builder is covered by a war¬ 
ranty program guaranteeing warranty coverage by a third 
party which specifies the terms and conditions of the war¬ 
ranty. The landowner should read the warranty carefully. 
It may contain many exclusions or limitations on recovery 
rights, and may contain strict rules on how to proceed to 
make a claim. The landowner is entitled to waive third- 
party warranty coverage after informed by the builder, in 
writing, of the cost, nature, and extent of warranty cover¬ 
age that will be provided. 

Resolving Problems 

If a landowner has any problem with how a builder is 
performing, he should contact the builder. It is best to put 
the problem in writing and mail or deliver it to the build¬ 


er. Keep a copy of all correspondence and a written log of 
all contact with the builder and the builder’s response. 
The best chance of resolving problems is to catch them 
early and try to work them out with the builder. 

If a problem with a builder cannot be resolved, the 
landowner can call the Consumer Protection Division Me¬ 
diation Unit toll-free at 1-888-743-0023. 'Hie Mediation 
Unit will attempt to resolve the disputes through media¬ 
tion with the builder. If the unit cannot resolve the prob¬ 
lem, it can provide advice on how to take a further course 
of action.

National Adull Immunization Awareness Week isOclo- 
her 14-20 Most immunizations given to adults are in the 
form of injections that contain noninlcclious parts of bac¬ 
teria or viruses, or whole organisms. The injected material 
has been modified so that it can t cause a full-hlown infec¬ 
tion. The hotly responds by creating new defenses which 
include antibodies to undesirable bacteria and viruses 

Tetanus toxoid vaccine is recommended every 10 
years for adults because tetanus infections often are fatal. 
Hepatitis B series should be given to persons in the health 
professions, those receiving blood transfusions or hemo¬ 
dialysis. and intravenous drug abusers. Influenza vaccine 
is recommended lobe given in the fall (September or Octo¬ 
ber) to adults in nursing homes, persons with chronic lung 
or heart diseases, those over 65. and healthcare workers. 
Pneumococcal vaccine is given to adults at risk for 
influenza, persons with blood cell cancer, and alcoholics 
Even though one dose of the pneumococcal vaccine is 
designed to provide lifetime protection against pneumo¬ 
cocci bacteria, persons at the highest risk for this infection 
may receive the vaccine every 6 months mm

Background Scripture: 

Isaiah 40 1-11 
Devotional Rrsding: 

Isaiah 40 25-1) 

Back in those da\s when Iherc 
was only radio, we listened in- 
lenlly to ihe voices and our minds 
supplied the menial images Simi¬ 
larly in Isaiah 40.1 -11. we read what 
is said, bui there is nodescripnon 
of the lime, place or participants 
There are only voices Some 
scholars believe that the scene is 
that of a familiar biblical image, the 
Heavenly Council Others believe 
that it is an assembly of prophets 
Perhaps further descriptive detail 
has been withheld so that we may- 
concentrate on the message 

There are four distinct voices 
The message of the first voice 
(40:1.2) is one of grace "com 
fort, comfort my people , " Those 
listening are commanded to pro¬ 
claim the good news that the time 
of suffering and punishment are 
over. In 586 BC the people of 
Judah were carried away into 
Babylonian exile. Separated geo¬ 
graphically from the Temple, they 
1 cIt separated from their God. 
Through their exile ihey longed 
to return to Jerusalem and thnr 
God. The emphasis here is not 
upon the "warfare", nor the "iniq¬ 
uity" of the people nor w hat they 
have had to suffer; it is upon the 
fact that it is now "ended"! 

The second voice is a call to 
preparation (vs.3-5): "In the wil¬ 
derness. pupate the tun of the 
Lord, and make straight in the 
desert a highw ay for our God.. " 
It is not so much that they will 
return to God. but that he is going 
to return to them: He will lead the 
way. And the glory of the Lord 
shall be revealed, and all flesh 
shall see it together.. " 

Not For Comfort Only 

While we all love the word of 
comfort, many of us are less 
responsive to the call of prepara¬ 
tion. As George Adam Smith 
wrote: "We are satisfied with the 
personal comfort of our God, we

Furniture from the 1950s is back in 
style with collectors. The now-popu¬ 
lar designs were shocking when they 
were first introduced. The prevailing 
style of the '40s was very traditional. 
Newlyweds bought reproductions of 
18th-century English or American fur¬ 
niture, or perhaps a style called 
“French Provincial." The designers 
who started the ‘50s look were able to 
use new materials that were stronger, 
more colorful and flexible.

Little Nips 

, We took our 2-year-old Get * 
W . man shepherd to the vet last 
mofith to have a cyst removed. The 
surgery went fine; however, ever 
since Max came home he has been 
“playfully" biting and nipping at 
our hands and arms. We thought we 
trained him out of this behavior. 
Why has he resumed It? 

A . Ouc h! A playful nip from a pup- 
• py can be annoying, but from a 
nearly adult dog — especially a big 
German shepherd — that nip can be 
downright painful. 

Puppies first exert this behavior with 
their littermates. Light biting and nip¬ 
ping (mouthing) ia a form of play, but 
like all play it has a purpose: the pup¬ 
pies are testing each other, trying to 
see who is the dominant pack member. 
If you’ve ever observed the mother of 
this litter, you know that the puppies 
rarely try this behavior with her — 
because she’s the pack leader. Those 
little nips are silenced by a low but 
meaningful growl from the parent. 

Mouthing is not an acceptable 
behavior in your home, either, and 
active and playful dogs often go 
through months of consistent tiaining 
and reinforcement to curb their urge to 
nip at family members. Max was 
trained not to do this, but now he has 
started up again. 

Max may have reverted to this 
behavior because of the stressful event 
that just took place. Being stretched 
out on a table, knocked out and operat¬ 
ed on can upset anyone, and in this 
case Max could feel that his place in 
the world has been upended. 

However, just because your dog may 
be feeling insecure, it does not excuae 
his behavior. Reinforce his earlier 
training Establish the fact that you are 
the “pack leaders" and will not toler¬ 
ate playful bites. Keep to a consistent 
training (and feeding and sleeping) 
schedule, especially for the next cou¬ 
ple of months Getting Max into bis 
regular routine and letting him know

Fallen Police 
Officers Honored 
With Blue Bulbs 

A nationwide observance 
to honor slain police offi¬ 
cers is slated for this holi¬ 
day season, as citizens are 
being asked to consider in¬ 
cluding blue bulbs in their 
Christmas tree lighting dis¬ 
plays. The color signifies 
the "supreme sacrifice made 
by men and women in blue 
serving their fellow citi¬ 
zens," Garrett County sher¬ 
iff Dick Sanders said. 

On average, one law en¬ 
forcement officer is killed in 
America nearly every other 
day. Since the first known 
line-of-duty death occurred 
in 1792 (when a New York 
City deputy was killed), 
over 15,000 police officers 
have been killed in the line 
of duty. There have been 


227 law enforcement officer 
deaths in Maryland alone. 

The last Garrett County 
officer to die in the line of 
duty was Deputy David G. 
Livengood, who was shot 
and killed along with his ca¬ 
nine partner "Sargc" on Jan. 
18, 1979, as the pair re¬ 
sponded to a burglar alarm 
at an Oakland business. Eiv- 
engood’s name is among 
the complete list of Ameri¬ 
can law enforcement offi¬ 
cers who have died in the 
line of duty carved into the 
marble wall of the National 
Ijw Enforcement Officers 
Memorial, located in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

"While we heartily wish 
everyone a very safe and 
Merry Christmas, we also 
ask you to remember those 
fallen officers who have 
made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice," stated Sanders. "You 
can show visible support of 


your appreciation for those 
brave men and women by 
placing a blue bulb among 
your Christmas decora¬ 
tions."

Maryland Agriculture Needs Help 
To Battle Livestock Agroteqor

ANNAPOLIS — The 
Maty land Department of 
Agricoknre’s animal health 

S rocram is "totally incapa- 
it of handling a large- 
scale animal health emer¬ 
gency without considerable 
help from other state and 
federal agencies. State Vet¬ 
erinarian Roger Olson told 
members of the Senate 
Health Subcommittee this 
week. 

Riding a wave of public 
preoccnpation with biofer- 
ror preparedness, veterinary 
and farm advocates 
throughout the country 
have been petitioning for 
disaster support to protect 
What they say are vulnera¬ 
ble U.S. farm populations. 

Reports authored by fed¬ 
eral scientists point to 
emerging and established 
contagious diseases like 
foot-and-mouth disease, avi¬ 
an influenza, and anthrax 
— all of which can devas¬ 
tate animal populations — 
as potential weapons of ag- 
ruierrur. 

As one of the country’s 
. top-20 poultry producers, 
Maryland is no less vulnera¬ 
ble to threats against animal 
health. Poultry and livestock 
products account for almost 
64 percent of the value of 
Maryland's agricultural 
sales, according to 1997 
farm census data. 

Hie MDA, whose budget 


has shrunk over the past 
decade, has animal health 
emergency preparations in 
place, Olson told the Senate 
panel Tuesday, but couldn't 
support an animal health 
emergency — terrorist- 
linked or not -t” without 
more aid. 

"We do need additional 
funding, if we’re going to 
do our part in active sur¬ 
veillance for terras agents 
and ones that could be in¬ 
troduced as foreign diseases 
by accident," Olson said. 

It would take "several 
hundred thousand dollars, 
at least” to bring the health 
program up to date, he 
said, and more to prepare 
for a health emergency. 

Obsolete and worn labo¬ 
ratory equipment needs re¬ 
placing, Olson skid, and 
Animal Health staff / must 
be educated and personnel 
retrained to prepare .for an¬ 
imal health emergencies. 

Cuts in agriculture 
spending have shrunk the 
Animal Health Program 
from a staff of 75 to 42 in 
the past 15 years, uisQn 
said. 

With those employees, 
the program must stafl five 
veterinary labora oiriea, pro 
vide statewide field inspec¬ 
tors, and supply pers on nel 
for the program’s Jj||M|l>)li^ 
headquarters. Frit depart¬ 
ment veterinary positions 
are vacant.

its own, the agency haa re¬ 
lied heavily on the coopera¬ 
tion of other departments 
in monitoring animal health 
and preparing for health 
emergencies. 

"Collaboration is abso¬ 
lutely essential,” Olson told 
the Senate committee. "By 
itself the Animal Health 
Program is totally incapable 
of dealing with a major ani¬ 
mal health emergency." 

Maryland farmers, veteri¬ 
narians, and agriculture au¬ 
thorities anticipated natural 
animal health threats like 
the unintentional spread of 
epidemic diseases long be¬ 
fore the Sept. 11 attacks. 

The agriculture depart¬ 
ment has had collaborative 
emergency plans in place, 
and under continuous re¬ 
view, for several years. 

The MDA and the De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Mental Hygiene teamed up 
to monitor and control 
West Nile Virus in Mary¬ 
land when the disease first 
appeared in 1999. 

Last year’s outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease in 
the United Kingdom 
prompted the MDA and 
the Maryland Emergency 
Management Agency to de¬ 
velop an animal health 
emergency plan within the 
state’s pre-existing emergen¬ 
cy operating plan. The two 
agencies have collaborated 
regularly to control avian 
influenza outbreaks in 
Maryland. 

"We do have a lot of re¬ 
sources available," said 
MDA Coordinator of Dis¬ 
aster Services Jacob Casper, 
liaison between MDA and 
the emergency management 
agency. 

Casper is chairman of 
the Animal Disaster Plan¬ 
ning Advisory Committee, 
which meets quarterly to 
discuss animal emergency

The 
committee's advice helped 
the MDA and the emergen¬ 
cy agency develop several 
health emergency plans, 
Casper said. 

Since Sept. 11, federal 
and state agencies have 
stepped up support for ani¬ 
mal health awareness. 

The MDA received a 

S rant from the United 
tates Department of Agri¬ 
culture to train a state lab¬ 
oratory veterinarian at the 
national Foreign Animal 
Disease Diagnostic Labora¬ 
tory in Plum Island, N.Y., 
Olson said, the first time 
Maryland has been able to 
obtain such support. 

With the Maryland Vet¬ 
erinary Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the state has begun an 
"intense program" to train 
local veterinarians in identi¬ 
fying and reporting danger¬ 
ous infectious diseases. 

The department has also 
set up a veterinary disaster 
hotline with information on 
bioterror-related and natu¬ 
rally occurring diseases. 

With a $50,000 grant 
from the USDA, Olsen and 
Casper hope to improve an¬ 
imal surveillance. They'll 
tap local veterinarians for 
updated contact informa¬ 
tion and create databases of 
information on local farms. 
Olsen’s dream is to create 
an animal tracking program 
using satellite global posi¬ 
tioning systems. 

None of these plans can 
be sustained without mon¬ 
ey. Statements from Gov. 
Parris N. Glendening's of¬ 
fice indicate he will con¬ 
sider terrorism prepared¬ 
ness needs in next year’s 
budget, but it’s unclear 
whether this will work in 
the MDA's favor. 

"[Funding] is a chronic 
problem, but it's particularly 
acute now when we have 
threats like this," Olson 
said. "If it comes through 
money devoted to terrorism 
and defense, we’ll take it."

Grain Producers 
Pleased With 
TPA Passage 

Members of the Mary¬ 
land Grain Producers Asso¬ 
ciation (MGPA) said they 
were pleased with the re¬ 
cent positive vote by the 
House of Representatives 
that supported the Trade 
Promotion Authority Act of 
2001 . 

Trade Promotion Au¬ 
thority (TPA) allows the 
president to enter into ne¬ 
gotiations with export cus¬ 
tomers to develop mutually 
agreeable trade agreements. 
The development, or nego¬ 
tiation, of these agreements 
is vital to the competitive¬ 
ness of U.S. agricultural 
products in world markets, 
according to the MGPA, 
which called this approval a 
major step toward improv¬ 
ing a declining farm econo¬ 
my. 

"MGPA was just one of 
the many agricultural orga¬ 
nizations which contacted 
governmentrepresentatives, 
encouraging them to vote in 
favor of TPA. This type of 
concentrated effort has re¬ 
sulted in a positive vote. It 
was a close vote, but one 
that can truly make a differ¬ 
ence for farmers in the 
United States,” stated 
MGPA president Donnie 
Tennyson of St. Maty’s 
County. 

The United States ex¬ 
ports more than 20 percent 
of the coarse grains grown 
and a full 50 percent of the 
sorghum grown. "Easily, 
one-fourth of U.S. corn 
production supplies foreign 
markets, but U.S. competi¬ 
tors are continually chip¬ 
ping away at that share of 
world agricultural trade. Ex¬ 
panding exports is key to 
revitalizing the farm econo¬ 
my. TPA will put the gov¬ 
ernment in a much stronger 


position to pursue trade 
agreements and policies 
that expand global trade 
onoortunities." said Tennv- 
son. 

"As commodity prices 
continue to remain at all 
time lows, the future for 
many Maryland grain farm¬ 
ers is in jeopardy. It will 
take actions like TPA to 
stimulate exports and in¬ 
crease grain prices both 
statewide and nationally. As 
the vote moves to the Sen¬ 
ate, we need to inform our 
senators about the impor¬ 
tance of TPA to our nation 
and urge its immediate pas¬ 
sage," finished Tennyson.

All potatoes originated in South America, but there ar^ 
many variations that we don’t typically see here in the 
United States. Potatoes with orange, red, or purple flesh

However/ 
the pigments in the colorful potatoes may also function af 
antioxidants in the human diet. Antioxidants are believed 
to aid in preventing certain cancers and types of blindness?

These images may discouragq 
small business owners from considering tourism as aa, 
option for enhancing their agriculture revenues. However,, 
agri-tourism can be viewed much like eco-tourism in that 
it is small-scale, low-impact, and, in most cases, education 
-focused. & 

Because the majority of farms in Garrett County are 
operated by small landowners, opportunities for unique-! 
ness and customization are limitless. Many agri-tourisiq 
activities require only a small farm crew in order to be 
successful. For instance, farm tours, bed and breakfasts, 
hay rides, petting zoos, and many other activities may be 
operated with little additional investment in labor. Fol-i 
lowing is a list of a few things that a farm operator may 
offer to tourists. The business operator is limited only by 
his or her own creativity. -> 

Examples of agri-tourism activities: bed and breakfast/ 
camp sites, youth camp, farm vacation (farm stays, feeding 
animals, picking fruit/vegetables), rental cabin for day 
trips/picnics, weddings, receptions, honeymoons. 

Special events and festivals: music festivals, haunted 
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festivals. 

Off the farm: Farmers’ markets, Vendor at state and 
county fairs. Roadside produce stands. 

Recreation activities and events: fee fishing, skeet 
shooting, canoe livery, biking, corn maze, horseback, 
riding, 3-D archery course fee hunting, bird watching, 
hiking, hang gliding, hot air balloon rides, rock climb¬ 
ing/rappelling, cross country skiing. 

Fresh products and value-added products.

What to Do About Cat Scratch Fever 

Cat scratch (ever is an infection in humans at the site of a cat 
scratch At the site of the scratch a small skin lesion resembling an 
insect bite forms. Within 2 weeks, swollen lymph nodes, fever, 
headache, or oeneral feelings of illness may develop. Usually, but 
not always, this infection is caused by the bacteria Bartonella 
henselae The illness is mild in most persons, but in those with a 
compromised immune system, it can pose a serious risk. Ironically, 
infected cats do not appear to become ill. 

Primary treatment consists of applying heat to the Infected 
area and taking over-the-counter pain relievers such as aspirin or 
ibuprofen Antibiotics may he prescribed by physicians to eradicate 
bacteria, especially in persons with AIDS, those undergoing che¬ 
motherapy, or persons who have had organ transplants. In these 
situations, anti-bacterial agents may be used, including 
sulfamethoxarole/trimethoprim (Bactrim dr Septra), rifampin 
Rifadin), erythromycin, azithromycin (Uhtomax), or clarithrom- 
Biaxin). In most cases, the skin clears and lymph node swelling 
disappears within 2 months, with recovery complete.

I believe I am supposed 
to try to make a difference 
for the most wretched peo¬ 
ple of this earth.

Instead of the 
skin and bone skeleton 
child that we saw a few 
years ago when Ethiopia 
was at its worst, my little 
Belham is fat and happy in 
a photograph she sent me 
wearing her first shoes, 
which were a Christmas 
present from me. My family 
and a lot of other people 
told me, "You can’t afford 
that." Your own children 
have needs too." 

No, thev are not in need. 

I most o( the time reply, 
when they tell me that I 
can’t afford the $26 a 
month, that I can’t afford 
not to. I couldn’t live with 
myself when I look at my 
well-fed, well-dressed eirls 
who are not in want, while 
there are thousands of 
children who do not have 
anything, no food, no clean 
water, and no school. How 
can one afford to turn one’s 
back on them? 

I discussed this question 
with someone from Bitt- 
tinger, and they said that 
these children are a front 
for the terrorist groups. I 
think that is just a conve¬ 
nient excuse to just say 
"No." My little Belham 
loves me too much, and she 
would defend America 
because she knows everyone 
in America is not like that. 
If more Americans would 
share more to the helpless 
people of the world, we 
would have many more 
defenders. There would be 
less resentment against us, 
who have so many olessings, 
in the hearts of so many 
who have nothing. That is 
the seed of terrorists in our 
hearts.

New Health Center Becomes Reality 
With Ribbon-Cutting Ceremony 


After nearly three years, 
almost $5.3 million, and 
much effort by many local 
and state officials, the new 
Garrett County Health 
Center at 1025 Memorial 
Drive in Oakland became a 
reality on Tuesday with a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony 
and open house. 

This is an important day 
for public health in Garrett 
County," Rodney Glotfclty, 
health officer, told the 
group of dignitaries atten¬ 
ding the ceremony. Glot¬ 
fclty cited the county com¬ 
missioners, legislative rep¬ 
resentatives, state health of¬ 
ficials, grant directors, and 
various other individuals as 
responsible for bringing the 
center to fruition. 

"Buildings don't grow 
like trees; it takes leader¬ 
ship," added Dr. Georges C. 
Benjamin, the state’s secre¬ 
tary of Health and Mental 
Hygiene. Benjamin thanked 
Garrett County residents 
for supporting their local 


leaders in malting the 
Health Center possible. 

Hie new facility brings 
all the county’s health pro¬ 
grams under one roof that 
had previously been scat¬ 
tered throughout six loca¬ 
tions in the county, which 
"will result in budget and 
operational efficiency," said 
Glotlclty. 

Ilic county had been 
paying $145,000 out in rent 
alone for five different 
buildings, according to Gary 
Mullich, director of General 
Services. That money can 
now be used toward the 
$226,000 projected 1 Y 2002 
cost operation of the new 
facility, which includes a 
$112,000 mortgage pay¬ 
ment. Die Health Center’s 
projected operating cost for 
I Y 2003 is $376,000, ac¬ 
cording to Muilich. 

According to county 
administrator Monty Pa- 
genhardt, the total funding 
cost for the Health Center 
was $5,298,712. which in-

Oakland Man 
Gets Five Years 
For Burglary 

Randall Eugene DcWitt, 
18, of Oakland was charged 
by Judge Jim Shcrbin in 
Garrett County Circuit 
Court last Thursday to five 
years at the Department of 
Corrections for first-degree 
burglary. I-our years of that 
sentence was then suspend¬ 
ed, and DeWitt will be on 
three years of supervised 
probation after he is re¬ 
leased from the jail. Pay¬ 
ment of restitution is a con¬ 
dition of that probation, ac¬ 
cording to Lisa TTiaycr 
Welch, state's attorney for 
Garrett C-ounty. 

DeWitt and a co-defen¬ 
dant, Jason Brian Hardesty, 
were charged in April by of¬ 
ficers with the Garrett Bur¬ 
eau ol Investigation, who 
determined that the pair 
had entered a residence 
along Smith Drive, Oak¬ 
land, and removed jewelry 
and other items. 

ITiey each pleaded guilty 
in October, and pre-sen¬ 
tence investigation reports 
were ordered, said Welch. 
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Oakland Man 
Sentenced For 
Sex Offense 

Scot William Dale Kel¬ 
ley, 19, Oakland was sen¬ 
tenced last week in Garrett 
County Circuit Court by 
Judge Jim Sherbin to one 
year in the county jail for 
third degree sexual offense. 
According to Lisa Thayer 
Welch, state’s attorney, Kel¬ 
ley pleaded guilty to the of¬ 
fense in September. 

Kelley was charged by of¬ 
ficers with the Garrett Bur¬ 
eau of Investigation in April 
after an investigation con¬ 
ducted with the Department 
of Social Services revealed 
Kelley had a relationship 
with a 13-year-old girl, ac¬ 
cording to Welch. 

"It is important that we 
pursue these cases, despite 
the reluctance of the ‘vic¬ 
tims’ to implicate their part¬ 
ners," Welch said "As a 
community, we are all af¬ 
fected when a teenage girl 
becomes pregnant, [which] 
probably interrupts her ed¬ 
ucation and [causes her] to 
rely on government agen¬ 
cies to provide necessities 
for herself and her child. 
The other risk these young 
girls are takuig is that they 
will contract AIDS or other 
sexually transmitted diseas¬ 
es. Tnese are an factors 
that we ask the court to 
consider at sentencing." 

"Many of the young men 
and women who are in¬ 
volved in these relationships 
believe they cannot get in 
trouble if they don’t know 
the age of their partners, or 
if they can convince ua their 
partners lied about their ag¬ 
es. That is not true," Welch 
said "Thera is no require¬ 
ment for the state to prove 
the older partner knew the 
age of the younger partner. 
Most of the crimes that are 
involved require only that 
there has been t]ie sexual 
contact or sexual set, and 
that the participants were

Attorney William Saltysiak, 
spokesperson for the resi¬ 
dents, told the commission¬ 
ers that it was his under¬ 
standing that there were 
currently no countywidc 
zoning policies that would 
prohibit the racetrack from 
operating along Pleasant 
Valley Road. 

Commissioner Ernest 
Gregg said that Saltysiak 
was correct, only the Deep 
Creek Lake watershed area 
and municipalities had 
zoning ordinances. 

"It’s almost as if someone 
said, ‘Where would be the 
worst place to put a track?’" 
said Robert Haines about 
the logic in placing a race¬ 
track near historic homes 
like his in Mtn. Lake Park. 
"It detracts from the park." 
Haines asked what steps 
were necessary to propose a 
zoning ordinance. 

John Nelson, director of 
Planing and Zoning indicat¬ 
ed that past attempts to 
draft a countywide zoning 
ordinance had failed, due to

county residents. 

Gregg pointed out that 
even if a zoning ordinance 
were passed, the racetrack, 
since it was already under 
construction, would proba¬ 
bly be exempt. 

"We’re the real losers in 
this," said Larry Friend, 
mayor of Loch Lynn. 
Friend said that he was 
concerned about the wear 
and tear on his streets, due 
to the anticipated heavy 
traffic that will be going 
through Ixich Lynn to the 
races, in addition to the 
expected noise pollution. 

Stllyaak told the com¬ 
missioners that "sanctioned" 
racetracks were exempt 


from the state’s noise pollu¬ 
tion regulations, and asked 
the commissioners if they 
had approved of the track. 

The commissioners in¬ 
dicated that no one had ap¬ 
proached them asking ap¬ 
proval for the racetrack or 
informed them about any¬ 
thing pertaining to it. 

"We don’t seem to know 
much more than most of 
you," said Gregg. 

Neither the residents nor 
commissioners knew exactly 
what type of racing would 
be held at the track, when it 
would open, how many days 
a week races would be held, 
or even who owns the prop¬ 
erty. 

Mtn. Lake Park resident 
Cynthia Witte said that it 
was rumored that the track 
would operate until mid¬ 
night when it did open. 
"This is just ludicrous," she 
said, "being so close to a 
heavily populated area." 

Without any concrete in¬ 
formation available about 
the track, various other 
rumors have been circulat¬ 
ing, including plans for the 
track to operate 12 months 
out of the year. The track’s 
billboard off Pleasant Val¬ 
ley Road indicates that 
snowmobile, motorcycle, 
ui.u go-cart r«ccs may aim. 
be held there, in addition to 
car races. 

Monty Pagenhardt, coun¬ 
ty administrator, said that 
he had unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempted several times to 
contact James Sherbin Jr., 
one of the two lessees of 
the property, through Sher- 
bin’s father and construc¬ 
tion workers at the raceway 
site, to obtain more infor¬ 
mation. "Garrett County is 
only involved in this as a 
permitting agency," Pagen¬ 
hardt said.

ANNAPOLIS — State 
legislators will face another 
round of discussions over 
slot machines and casino 
gambling wnen the General 
Assembly convenes next 
month. While legislators say 
new legislation is unlikely 
this year, they are beginning 
to consider the issue of 
gambling as a viable reve¬ 
nue source. 

Since the recent approval 
of a new horseracing track 
in Cumberland, lawmakers 
have been debating whether 
the new track will be the 
first step in expanded gam¬ 
bling for the state. 

The agenda is also being 
set by the state’s fiscal dol 
drums. With deficit esti¬ 
mates reaching close to $1 
billion, some lawmakers 
have become much more 


serious about the issue. 

"I am not opposed to ca¬ 
sino gambling and slots in 
Maryland, but I think more 
work needs to be done to 
see if it is a good source of 
income for the state," said 
Sen. Barbara Hoffman, 
D-Baltimore, member of 
the Special Committee on 
Gaming and chairwoman of 
the Senate Budget and Tax¬ 
ation Committee. 

Maryland is already over¬ 
loaded with gambling, said 
Hoffman, with people play¬ 
ing lottery, keno, and 
church bingo, and with 150 
years of horseracing. But, 
she said, with pressing is¬ 
sues like education and a 
faltering mental health sys¬ 
tem, the state will need to 
explore all ita options.

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We Need Zoning... 

AmoriE the Tuesday meeting agenda items for the 
Garrett County commissioners this week was a dis¬ 
cussion about the construction of an auto racetrack 
that is under way just on the outskirts of Loch Lynn 
and within view and earshot of the southern part of 
Mtn. Lake Park. A number of full- and part-time 
residents of those areas were in the commissioners’ 
meeting room to voice their complaints about the 
project. 

While we would normally write a holiday-related 
column this week, the aforementioned meeting pre¬ 
sented just too perfect an opportunity to make yet 
one more plea for countywide zoning. Basically, the 
county commissioners could only listen to the com¬ 
plaints on Tuesday, utter a few words of sympathy, 
and explain that there really wasn’t much they could 
do about the racetrack project. They are correct in 
that conclusion, primarily because we do not have 
countywide zoning. 

There were complaints that the project developer 
could not be reached and that he refused to respond 
to letters and phone calls, to which we respond, why 
Should he? The current laws, or lack thereof, allow 
him to do just what he is doing, regardless of what 
nearby residents think of it. 

The commissioners also made it clear again this 
week that they have no plans to try to implement 
Countywide zoning, however, as the majority of the 
county citizens are opposed to it and thus proposing 
k would be political suicide. 

"We don’t want government telling us what we can 
and can’t do with our land," is the common state¬ 
ment against zoning. That is, of course, until a pink, 
brightly lighted beer joint with a billboard-size sign 
goes up right next door. Then all of a sudden the 
tune changes to, They can’t do thatl Think of what 
this will do to my property’s value! This is a violation 
of my rights!" And on and on. 

Zoning is protection, plain and simple, as long as 
it is not too restrictive. It has worked well for many 
years in most of our incorporated towns, as well as 
around Deep Creek Lake. There is an appeals pro¬ 
cess whereby one may challcnee the requirements, 
and with a strong enough case be granted an excep¬ 
tion.

PREPARING FOR CHRISTMAS

Ibe time spent hunting has been especially rich. On the 
three Saturdays of the Maryland shotgun season the elder 
two of my nephews and 1 were afield waiting for deer. 
Grant, at 17, has his own spot, and hunts by himself. Na¬ 
than is 14, and so 1 sit with him at his spot on the farm. 

Ilie first Saturday we watched the fog grow denser as 
daylight grew. The second week the deer came by our re¬ 
spective spots, and each of the boys, in turn, unloaded his 
gun. Nathan said that that, at least, made a better story 
than having to tell his friends, as he had the year before, 
that he hadn’t gotten off a shot because his uncle had 
cleared his throat and scared off a multi-pointed buck. 

rhese boys are at a disadvantage in their teacher. I did 
not become interested in hunting until I was well into 
adulthood. I learn with them rather than teach them. One 
of the things that Nathan and 1 learned during our second 
outing was that wc were sitting on the wrong side of the 
log. The deer had a clear view of us as they came over the 
ridge 

When the third Saturday rolled around we had made 
our adjustments. We sat back to back so that he faced up- 
field and I, downfield. I signaled to Nathan when legal 
hunting time began. Almost exactly half an hour later I 
heard the quiet thudding of deer hooves behind me, and 
then a single shot. After a second’s pause, I asked, "Did 
you get him?" "He’s down," Nathan replied. 

I turned my head, and saw that, indeed, the deer was 
down. "Have a cup of cocoa," I told him as I poured my¬ 
self some coffee. Some time passed, and we went to the 
deer. It was a small deer, a button buck, as someone 
would later have to point out to me. The rest of the 
morning was given to post-hunting rituals. 

Nathan’s mother, brothers, and little sister came over 
to join him in this success. 1 had Nathan call cousins for 
whom he has been working this fall, knowing they would 
be pleased for him. Here enters my inexperience and ig¬ 
norance. 1 had Nathan ask them about gutting the deer. 

The short of it is that within a half an hour my cousin’s 
wife’s brother-in-law had joined us to give a hands-on 
demonstration of how to gut a deer. Before the morning 
was over he and his wife had agreed to butcher the deer 
for us. All that, they did for kindness. 

That does not sound like getting ready for Christmas, 
but it was good preparation. First of all, I hope that this 
year 1 have put more emphasis on spending time with 
people 1 care about than getting things done. What could 
replace sitting with Nathan when he took his first deer? 
And his success on the third Saturday had only been made 
possible by the experience we had gained the first two Sat¬ 
urdays. 

Second, through my cousin, his wife, and her sister and 
brother-in-law 1 received a kindness which I very much 
needed. The word "encourage" means "to put the heart 
in.” 1 think Nathan and 1 both were encouraged by them. 
Ibey put heart into us. 

Third, 1 have not mentioned shopping malls, where 
traffic is horrendous and people are crazy. Instead of 
heading for malls 1 have spent time afield with my neph¬ 
ews, sharing meals with family and friends, and making 
apple cider with my grandmother (who will turn 87 tomor¬ 
row), I do believe that I have chosen the better part. 

Christmas Day will come. Christmas dinner will be eat¬ 
en There may even be a tree in my living room by then. 
Presents will come into the picture somewhere along the 
line, though I am not exactly sure where. The boys have 
already been wondering how this year’s yule log could 
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Ilierc seem to be many things I have not managed to 
gel done; nevertheless, I think I am prepared.

Panel Concludes That Salaries 
Of Lawmakers Should Rise

ANNAPOLIS — Within 
the first 15 days of the 2002 
legislative session, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly Compensa¬ 
tion Commission will sub¬ 
mit a report that could re¬ 
define the General Assem¬ 
bly of the 21st century. The 


report will recommend rais¬ 
ing state legislators’ salaries 
incrementally from $31,509 
to $43,500 by 2006. 

The raise reflects chang¬ 
es in the cost of living, the 
amount of time required for 
the job, and the goal of en¬ 
suring that the General As¬ 
sembly continues to attract 
qualified lawmakers, said S. 
Nelson Weeks, chairman of 
the commission. 

The commission’s recom¬ 
mendation could also allow 
more senators and dele¬ 
gates to make lawmaking 
their only occupation. The 
impact of their decision, 
short of a de facto call for a 
full-time legislature, could 
deal another blow to the in¬ 
creasingly mythical citizen 
legislature, which emphasiz¬ 
es the real world experience 
brought in by lawmakers 
who work outside the Legis¬ 
lature. 

But, with the increased 
responsibilities of state 
governments, there is sim¬ 
ply more work to be done, 
and as Del. Joan Pitkin, 
D-Prince George’s, said, 
"Life’s just more complex." 

As legislative salaries 
move closer to compensa¬ 
tion for full-time jobs and 
many legislators say they 
are working year-round, 
most still oppose switching 
to a full-time legislature. 

"No way," said Sen. Wal¬ 
ter Baker, D-Cecil. "Half of 
the problems are out on the 
street, not in Annapolis." 

Many legislators, like 
Baker, insist that they do 
not need more than 90 days 
to take care of the state’s 
business. 


Del. Joseph Vallario Jr., 
D-Prince George’s, breaks 
down the session this way. 
The first 30 days are easy, 


the second 30 days are 
harder, and the final 30 
days are "terrible.” 

"It’s not getting any easi¬ 
er," said Vallario, a member 
of the House of Delegates 
since 1975 and a working 
lawyer all the while. "It’s 
requiring a lot more time, 
but with experience, having 
seen many of the bills be¬ 
fore, you can uae your time 
more efficiently.” 

"I favor keeping it the 
way it is," he said. 

There are nine states in 
the country with full-time 
legislatures, said Brenda 
Erickson of the National 
Conference of State Legis¬ 
latures. There are also a 
handful that only convene 
every other year. 

Most meet annually, for 
less than six months, like 
Maryland. 

"Full-time legislators can 
be so far removed from the 
real world,” said Del. Wade 
Kach, R-Baltimore County. 
"We benefit from the fact 
that we’re here 90 days and 
spend the rest in the real 
world." 

The idea of a full-time 
legislature cycles through 
the General Assembly every 
few years, lawmakers say, 
but the support is limited 
and the resistance influen¬ 
tial. 

"It’s truly a citizen legis¬ 
lature," said Senate Presi¬ 
dent Thomas V. Mike Mill¬ 
er Jr., D-Calvert, the long¬ 
est-serving Senate president 
in state history, who is also 
perhaps the concept’s stron¬ 
gest defender. "Hopefully 
we can keep it that way tor 
a while." 

But, some State House 
observers say Miller’s citi¬ 
zen legislature is already 
disappearing. 

"The citizen legislature is 
becoming a myth," said 
Blair Lee, a political com¬ 
mentator and former lobby¬ 
ist fo‘r Montgomery County. 
"To be effective in Annapo¬ 
lis you have to work 10 
months of the year and no¬ 
body wants you for the oth¬ 
er two." 

"Anyone who thinks that 
Maryland legislators only 
work during the 90-day ses¬ 
sion is severely misin¬ 
formed," said Paul Herrn- 
son, University of Maryland 
professor of government 
and politics and director of 
the Center for American 
Politics and Citizenship. He 
favors a full-time legisla¬ 
ture. 

Three or four years ago, 
full-time public official be¬ 
came the No. I occupation 
of members of the General 
Assembly, Lee said. "How 
scary is that?” 

When legislators are 
asked to describe them¬ 
selves as full time or part 
time, the numbers are dif¬ 
ferent, said John Rixey, 
staff for the Compensation 
Commission. 

In 1988, 47 of 188 legis¬ 
lators described themselves 
as full time, Rixey said. In 
2001, only 38 described 
themselves that way. 

The difference is that 
Rixey’s numbers only count 
legislators who consider 
their General Assembly 
seats as their full-time job, 
while Lee includes oeoDle 
who have made careers of 
public service, perhaps at

other levels of government, 
rather than keeping one 
foot in the private sector. 

There are fewer lawyers, 
teachers, and farmers in the 


legislature, Rixey said. The 
growing occupation groups 
are in government social 
work, health services, and 
nonprofits. 


"The notion of the citi¬ 
zen legislature is garbage, 
it’s rhetoric," Herrnson said.

LORD OF THE RINGS: 

THE FELLOWSHIP OF THE RINQ 

Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 2:58 - Released 12/19/01 
Okay, this is it. In an industry so derivative and 
Kittom-line-focused as feature films, where every break- 
irough movie is followed by hundreds of pretenders 
ring (and failing) to re-capture the originality and 
ipact of the "first one," Peter Jackson's masterpiece 
Fellowship Of The Ring does it. It actually breaks 
New ground. The first installment of the legendary Lord 
,1 Of The Rings fantasy trilogy by J.R.R. Tolkein, all three 
parts of which Jackson is producing simultaneously, The 
fellowship is nothing less than a masterpiece of art and 
integrity, capturing with vast magnitude the grandeur, 
Ijisyesty, and surreal whimsy ofTolkien’s mythical Middle- 
Earth. In terms of impact, Jackson’s choice to film all 
tyiree parts at once (the other two, The Two Towers and 
The Return Of The King, are apparently already in the 
pan and scheduled to be released in December 2002 and 
1)3) will have the effect that there will be no changes in 
imst, no aging of the actors between films, and no 
deterioration of the public’s interest. The use of a classic 
piece of literature, already loved by millions of devotees 
and sure to attract millions more, will ensure a pre- 
jtetablished and exponentially growing audience. This 
movie is the Star Wars of its generation. It’s Harry Potter 
jbr grown-ups. 

" But the thing that makes this such a delight is not the 
fthrewdness of its producers’ choices in the board room, 
/t’s the fact that it’s just an amazing, beautiful, well- 
erafled film full of earnest acting, breathtaking visual 
Splendour, and, of course, one of the best and most 
popular stories aver to hit the adventure/fantasy book¬ 
shelves, adapted for the screen by Frances Walsh, Philippa 
poyens, and director Jackson. I am terribly embarrassed 
to admit that I have never read the series (it’s on my to- 
So list), but my ignorance of the books did not hurt my 
tfhiovment of Jackson’s movie. The history of Middle- 
Earth, how the legendary rings were created, and the 
l$ory of The Hobbit, the book which serves as the prelude 
to‘the Lord Of The Rings trilogy, are covered in a 
Voiceover and montage during the first ten minutes of 
tne film; by the time we meet hobbit Frodo Baggins 
QEljjah Wood), his uncle Bilbo Baggins (Ian Holm), and 
their wizard friend Gandalf the Grey (Ian McKellen), we 
already know the rich history behind the little ring of gold 
Bilbo carries in his pocket. 

» As the stoiy begins, the Shire (the area where the 
|uot>bits live) is abuzz with the excitement of Bilbo’s 
Upcoming 111th birthday party, which the legendary 
Gandalf is expected to attend. During the celebration,

Bilbo announces that he is leaving the Shire, retiring to 
Rivendel, the elvish paradise ruled by Elrond. His nephew 
Frodo will acquire his house and all his worldly posses¬ 
sions, incl uding the famous ring which he has kept secret 
all these years. The ring, forged in the volcanic depths of 
Mt. Doom 2500 years ago, is one of immense power; it 
could endow its bearer with control of the world, but since 
it was made by the dark lord Sauron, its power is 
dangerously evil, infecting most creatures who possess it 
with the irresistible dark temptations of Sauron’s influ¬ 
ence. But as Gandalf explains to Frodo, there are some 
who know of the ring’s whereabouts, and they are 
converging on the Shire to find it. Frodo must leave the 
Shire and travel back to Mt. Doom, in the treacherous 
realm of Mordor, and cast the ring back into the fires 
from whence it came. This is the only way to destroy it. 

So Frodo sets out with his hobbit friends Sam (Sean 
Astin), Pippin (Billy Boyd), and Merry (Dominic 
Monaghan), on a difficult and perilous journey to Rivendel, 
where Elrond (Hugo Weaving) assembles a team of 
adventurers. In addition to Frodo and his friends, there 
are two men, Aragom (Viggo Mortensen) and Boromir 
(Sean Bean), Legolas the elf (Orlando Bloom), Gimli the 
dwarf (John Rhys-Davies), and Gandalf. This group of 
nine forms the titular "fellowship” who will travel to 
Mordor with the sole objective of destroying the ring once 
and for all. Along the way they encounter manv hardhips, 
most of which are engineered by Gandalf s fellow wizard 
and former friend, SarumanThe Wise (Christopher Lee), 
who has been seduced by Sauron’s evil power, and fight 
with all manner of foes, including wraiths, ores, goblins, 
and various other long-leggedy beasties, in a series of 
specifically imagined and wondrously realized epic battles 
which stretch the limits of cinematography, digital wiz¬ 
ardry, and conventional special effects. 

If author John Ronald Reuel Tolkien were alive 
today, he could not help but be pleased with what 
filmmaker and self-admitted Rings freak Peter Jackson 
has done with his epic Middle-Earth saga. Brimming with 
sweeping vistas of mystical, magical landscapes and 
seriously scary villains (using, of course, the most cur¬ 
rent techniques in digital effects), the film outdoes Ralph 
Bakshi’s arty but bogged-down 1978 cartoon version by a 
mile. All the actors give heartfelt and memorable perfor¬ 
mances, especially Wood, who is in almost all 178 minutes 
of film, and the 62-year-old McKellen, whose technique 
betrays why he is one of the most respected elder 
statesmen in the English theatre. In addition to the fine 
work by all the actors named above, there are also 
effective appearances by Liv Tyler as Arwen Unddmiel, 
t he elf who lends Frndn to F.lrnnd, Gate Rlanrhett an the 
mysterious and beautiful sorceress Galadriel, and Andy 
Serkis as the hauntingly weird voice of Gollum. 

Whi le I want to say that everyone should see this film 
just because it’s so darned good, I can’t in good conscience 
recommend it for young children; its PG-13 rating is 
there for a reason. In addition to the three-hour running 
length, which might cause even the best-behaved young¬ 
sters to fidget, it has many truly disturbing scenes and 
images—not just the loud, in-your-face bad guys they 
may already be accustomed to, but some really unset¬ 
tling, subtle things which could cause minor sleeplessness 
even in adults. There are a few draggy portions which, 
while helpful in the expository department, seem to 


underscore j ust how long you’ve been sitting in that seat. 
On the other hand...it’s just so darned good. ★ ★★★* 

VANILLA SKY 

Rated R - Running Time: 2:25 - Released 12/14/01 

The "vanilla sky" in Vanilla Sky refers to a Monet 
painting owned by the main character, but in a larger 
sense it is used as a metaphor for a life free of pain or 
difficulty, a dreamlike, ethereal realm where one is 
cradled in the warm hues of Derpetual sununer sunset. 
The film, on the other hand, written and directed by 
Cameron Crowe, based on the 1997 Spanish film Abre 
Los Ojos (or "Open Your Eyes") by Alejandro Amendbar 
and Mateo Gil, does notevoke such comfortable feelings. 
Starring Tom Cruise as the shallow, fabulously wealthy, 
Monet-owning New York City playboy whose sky changes 
to a number of different colors before if s all over, it is a 
seriously weird and intriguing psychological drama. 

Cruise is the eminently unlikable David Aames, 
whose regular practice of using and discarding fnends 
and lovers is just slightly less annoving than the fact that 
he is the sole heir of a multi-million-dollar magazine 
publishing company founded by his legendarily success¬ 
ful, now-deceased father. The only two bothersome 
things in David’s life are the company’s board of direc¬ 
tors, who have rightly surmised that he’s a worthless 
party boy and a drain on the company’s resources, and 
the fact that he is plagued by recurring nightmares of 
being alone in the biggest city in the world. But David’s 
problems increase when he unceremoniously drops his 
friend and sex partner Julie (Cameron Diaz) in favor of 
the exotic and mysterious Sofia (Penelope Cruz), whom 
he meets at a party when she is brought there by his only 
"real friend," Brian (Jason Lee). Emerging the morning 
after from Sofia’s apartment, David is confronted on the 
street by Julie, whose obsession with him has moved 
from playful jealousy to overt stalking. Getting in her car 
with her, he tries to negotiate his way out of guilt, but 
soon the desperate girl starts driving recklessly while 
lecturing him about commitment. Careening out of 
control off a bridge, she kills herself and disfigures David, 
leaving him with a torn, scarred face which causes his few 
friendships (including that of Sofia and Brian) to dry up. 

But that’s just the beginning of David’s trouble. 
Before he knows it, he’s arrested for murder, and his case 
seems to depend on whether his court-appointed psy¬ 
chologist, Dr. Curtis McCabe (Kurt Russell), can prove 
whether his bad dreams are controlling him to the point 
of dementia. During countless therapy sessions in which 
he wears a latex mask over his face, David must dredge 
up unpleasant memories, psychotic delusions, and recur¬ 
ring visions of mysterious people whom he doesn’t know 
but who seem to have some sort of control over him, so 
that Dr. McCabe can get to the bottom of his problem. 

This scenario sounds like that of a simple garden- 
variety crime drama or any episode of The Practice, but 
Amendbar’s story and Crowe’s interpretation take it fully 
into the realm of science fiction. Exploring the depth and 
breadth of the subconscious and the intriguing Freudian 
territory of the meaning of dreams, it brings into ques¬ 
tion whether anything David experiences is real, including 
the accident, the disfigurement, and his conviction and 
therapy. Cruise barely accomplishes the difficult task of 
making us care about an unsympathetic character; David 


is not the kind of guy you’d want on your speed dial, but 
it becomes clear that he is not in complete control of his 
irresponsible actions. Cruz, reprising her role from 
Amenabar’s film, is adequately soft, and sexy, and Diaz, 
while Cruise’s equal in shallowness of character during 
the early portion of the film, ends up being a tragic figure 
haunting his disturbed mind. At nearly 2Vi hours, this 
film is longer than necessary, but Crowe’s deft dramatic 
sense helps to forgive his unwillingess to edit. ****

In most years the fishing we’d be talking about now 
would be ice fishing, but our balmy autumn (almost win¬ 
ter) has offered extended angling opportunities of the con¬ 
ventional nature. In fact, with lake activity virtually nil and 
docks out of the water, there are opportunities available 
now that aren’t there apy other time. 

Tim Scuillo, regular Deep Creek Lake angler, reports 
that he has had a lot of fun wading and casting for chain 
pickerel. With the lake at off-season low-water levels, off¬ 
shore weed beds are accessible. Casting soft plastic wiggler 
type lures to these beds and retrieving have provided him 
lots of fun, with sometimes four or five aggressive chains 
chasing a rapidly retrieved bait. Seems that the pickerel 
are a bit bigger as well. Fly-fishermen might want to try 
this approach with minnow imitation flies. Ck>user min¬ 
nows and other streamers should be killers, as should con¬ 
ventional salt water streamer flies.

Fish Aficionados Encouraged To 
Note Consumption Advisories 
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ITte Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment 
(MDE) recently issued sev¬ 
eral new advisories con¬ 
cerning human consumption 
of 13 species of fish com¬ 
monly pursued by recre¬ 
ational anglers throughout 
the state, including several 
species native to Garrett 
County waters. A chart that 
accompanies this article de¬ 
tails those particular species 
and the local waterbodies 
that fall under the adviso¬ 
ries. 

These new consumption 
advisories, which specify 
recommended amounts of 
fish species that can be eat¬ 
en monthly by the general 
population, by women of 
childbearing age who are or 
may become pregnant, or 
children under 7, supersede 
the MDE’s previous guide¬ 
lines issued in 1987 and 
1999. "We should stress 
from the outset that these 
new recommended maxi¬ 
mum consumnlion levels

As the chart shows, the 
major contaminants affect¬ 
ing local fish species are 
polychorinated biphenyls 
(PCBs), pesticides,- and 
mcthylmercury. PCBs were 
used ta electric power trans¬ 
formers from the 1950s 
through the 1970s, accord¬ 
ing to Verrico, although 
they have not been so uti¬ 
lized in over 20 years. The 
main source of PCBs enter¬ 
ing the environment comes 
from aging power trans- 


cies that fall under the ad¬

Members of the Allegany 
County Genealogical Soci¬ 
ety have been unassumingly 
helping local historians pre¬ 
serve some of Garrett 
bounty’s history. 

"We’re just a group that 
gets together to share a 
;common interest," member 
John "Jack" Andrews mod¬ 
estly said about society 
"members who devote many 
Jiours of their lives clearing 
away tons of brush, debris, 
Tind trash from neglected 
cemeteries throughout Gar¬ 
nett, Allegany, and nearby 
Pennsylvania counties. 

Society members keep 
^detailed journals of the sites 
■they have cleaned, who 
helped, and how many 
hours were logged, in addi¬ 
tion to taking "before" and 
# after" photographs of their 
work, iliey also reset and 


record information from the 
headstones, passing the in¬ 
formation on to area his¬ 
torians. 

"They do a very worth¬ 
while job," said Connie 
Beachy, Garrett County 
Historical Society member, 
about Andrews and his 
group. "I wish there were 
more like them." 

Andrews, a retired Kelly 
Springfield employee from 
Cumberland, said that he 
started cleaning up neglect¬ 
ed graveyards about fifteen 
years ago. "I just don't think 
they (cemeteries) should be 
let go," Andrews said. His 
interest in preserving the 
past first started with a curi¬ 
osity about his own family 
history and restoring his an¬ 
cestors* grave sites, which 
naturally progressed to 
cleaning up other cemeter¬ 
ies with fellow genealogical

A list of some sites in 
Garrett County that And¬ 
rews and other members 
hove Hennerl un includes 
the Hamilton, Michaels, 
Sigler, Right, and Grove 
cemeteries. Two of the 
most recent graveyards that 
have benefited from their 
handiwork are the Tomlin¬ 
son and Jacobs cemeteries. 

Tomlinson Cemetery 

Andrews, John Getz, of 
I lyndman. Pa., Ed Twigg, of 
Cumberland, and Bob 
Bantz, also of Cumberland, 
each worked four hours on 
Halloween restoring the 
Tomlinson Cemetery. Bantz 
has done extensive research 
on the French and Indian 
War and Braddock Road. 

The Tomlinson Ceme¬ 
tery, located near the junc¬ 
tion of Routes 40 and 219, 
near Grantsvillc, is the 
burial site of Jesse and Eliz¬ 
abeth Tomlinson and some 
of their children. Jesse, who 
died on Dec. 17, 1840, was 
the son of Joseph Tomlin¬ 
son, one of the first settlers 
in Garrett County. 

According to the March 
31, 1943, issue of the Gar¬ 
rett County Historical Soci¬ 
ety’s Glades Star, Joseph 
was a "well-to-do planter" 
from Washington County 
who settled in Garrett 
sometime around 1761. He 
bought a 100 acre tract of 
land known as Little Mead¬ 
ows, which included an old 
stockade fort used by 
George Washington and 
General Braddock in 1754 
and 1755 during the French 
and Indian War. 

Joseph built a large log 
house, known as Red 
House, to serve as an inn 
for travelers on the Nation¬ 
al Highway (now U.S. Rt. 
40). George Washington 
was just one of many nota¬ 
ble guests who stayed at Jo¬ 
seph’s Red House Inn. Two 
other important guests were 


an immigrant named Basil 
and his daughter Elizabeth, 
who were headed west. 
Elizabeth stayed, however, 
and married Jesse. 

Joseph willed the land to 
Jesse, who built the Stone 
House Inn, which still 


stands ak>ng Rt. 40 near 
Grantsville. The Red House 
Inn was torn down in 1875. 
It is believed that Joseph 
spent his last years at Red 
House, but he is not listed 
on the family’s monument 
in the cemetery. The monu¬ 


ment was placed in the 
cemetery, along with a 
stone wall around some of 
the graves, by family mem¬ 
bers in 1851, according to 
The Glades Star. 

During their cleanup of 
the brushy, overgrown site, 
Andrews and his fellow 
members re-erected the 
family stone that had fallen 
years ago using a tripod 
(see photo). Though the 
equipment belongs to Getz, 
Andrews describes Twigg as 
the "expert" of the group in 
knowing how to maneuver 
the heavy stones around. 

They also replaced the 
stones that had fallen out of 
the crumbling wall and re¬ 
placed a set of carved cher¬ 
ubs back on the wall at the 
entrance of the cemetery 
(see photo at beginning of 
story). 

According to The Glades 
Star, the cemetery may also 
be the final resting place 
for some of Braddock’s men 
and pioneers who were 
traveling along the National 
Highway, though their 
graves are not marked. 

Jacobs Cemetery 

In addition to the Tom¬ 
linson site, Andrews, Twigg, 
ind Terry Boyle, Cumber¬ 
land, also k>gged a total of 
24 hours working on the Ja¬ 
cobs Cemetery in mid-Au¬ 
gust, 16 hours of which 
were done by Andrews. 

The Jacobs Cemetery, 
k)cated along Jacobs Road, 
off Swamp Road in Savage 
River State Forest, is de¬ 
scribed by Randall Kahl in 
the DAR’s Maryland’s Gar¬ 
rett County Graves as a "very 
old cemetery, dr/ided into 
three sections, (containing] 
around 60 graves, most 
have rounded-off field- 


stones. 

The oldest known grave 
is that of Catherine Mi¬ 
chael, who died on July 31, 
1813, at the age of 40 years, 
4 months, and 10 days. 

The cemetery is alao the 
burial site of William P. 
Hansel (date of death un- 
l" n wn), a Civil War veteran 
who served in Company C, 
2nd Potomac Home Bri¬ 
gade; and a Revolutionary 
War veteran, Jacob Miller, 
who was 90 years old when 
he died on May 6, 1847. 

The Jacobs Cemetery 
was well overgrown even 
back in 1973 when Kahl re¬ 
corded the information 
abotlt the site for the DAR. 
He said that he had to 
"crawl around” in order to 
find the tombstones. 

Andrews has sent Kahl 
an updated list of additional 
names that he found during 


the cleanup of the ceme¬ 
tery. One previously undis¬ 
covered headstone that he 
came across was that of 
Mary Miller, wife of Jacob, 
who died in Sept. 1838 at 
the age of 99. 

It is not surprising that 
many headstones are over¬ 
looked. Andrews said that 
fallen headstones are often 
buried under years of 
growth. His group "probes" 
graveyards looking for the 
hidden stones. They take 
long metal pipes and poke 
them through the thatch 
and soil, feeling and liAen- 
ing for the metal hitting 
headstones. 

"Most of the very old 
fallen stones are just okl 
field stones, probably slate," 
said Beachy, who has also 
cleaned up more than her 
fair share of cemeteries.

Legislators To Tackle Megan’s 
Law, Gun, Drunken-Driving Bills

ANNAPOLIS — Meg- 
sn's Law, requiring sex of¬ 
fenders to register with po¬ 
lice, as well as more gun 
control and drunken driving 
restrictions will be oir the 
Maryland General Assem¬ 
bly’s justice agenda when it 
reconvenes next month. 

Legislators must tighten 
up provisions of its Megan’s 
Law to comply with federal 
laws or risk losing $900,000. 

Sen. Leo E. Green, 
D-Prince George’s, said 
he’ll sponsor a bill to do 
just that by broadening the 
definition of sexually violent 
predators and offenses and 
requiring lifetime registra¬ 
tion for all second-time of¬ 
fenders. 

Two bills cracking down 
on gun owners may also ap¬ 
pear on the Legislature’s 
agenda if one lobbying 
group has its way. The first 
would create a gun owner 
licensing system, said Eric 
Gaily, a Marylanders

The bill, which comes on 
the heels of a successful 
gun control measure requir¬ 
ing safety locks on all guns 
sold after Dec. 31, 2002, 
would prevent gun owners 
from buying guns and sell¬ 
ing them to others who 
wouldn’t have been ap¬ 
proved, thus avoiding back¬ 
ground checks. 

"It creates a little more 
of a barrier for someone 
who’s not really a criminal, 
but is doing a favor for 
someone who is," Gaily 
said. 

The second bill would 
clarify language in the law 
that holds adults responsi¬ 
ble if minors gain access to 
firearms under their super¬ 
vision. The bill would make 
it easier to convict negligent 
adults. Gaily said. 

Lobbyists will also try 
again to persuade lawmak¬ 
ers to pass the gun safety 
education bill vetoed by 
Gov. Parris N. Glendening 
last year, Gaily said. 

The bill, sponsored by 
House Speaker Casper Tay¬ 
lor Jr., D-Allegany, and 
Sen. Barbara Hoffman, 
D-Baltimore, would have 
required public schools to 
teach students about fire¬ 
arm safety, hunter safety, 
and accident prevention. 

Drunken-driving legisla¬ 
tion will also get lawmakers' 
attention this session. 

After successfully lower¬ 
ing the blood-alcohol con¬ 
tent level required to be 
found legally drunk from 
.10 to .08 last session, legis¬ 
lators will tackle two other 
drunken-driving bills. The 
first would make it illegal 
for anyone in the car to 
have an open container and 
the second would increase 
penalties for repeat drunk¬ 
en-driving offenders, Taylor 
said. 

It’s uncertain what will 
happen to a push to ban 
the death penalty in light of 
recent rulings by Maryland's 
high court. The state Court 
of Appeals upheld Mary¬ 
land’s capital punishment 
law in two separate cases, 
those of Steven Howard 
Oken and Lawrence Mi¬ 
chael Borchardt, that relied 
on a recent U.S. Supreme

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Rheumatoid mhriiit is a chronic inflammatory disease 
and is a symptom of the body's immune system altackm| 
itself, damaging healthy tissues The body joints become 
inflamed - resulting in pain, swelling, and eventual de¬ 
struction of the joint's interior Rheumatoid arthritis de¬ 
velops in I % of the US population Women are 2 to 3 times 
more susceptible than men In some persons the disease 
resolves spontaneously If it does not so resolve, at least I 
in 10 persons affecte^ eventually become disabled 

A basic principle of treatment is to rest affected joints, 
although some movement is needed to prevent stiffening 
Over-the-counter pain inflammation fighters and pain re¬ 
lievers such as ibuprvftn. aspirin. and noproien are used 
for minor llarc-ups Similar prescription medicines also are 
used Newer rheumatoid arthritis medicines that do not 
tend to upset the stomach include rvfecoxib (Vioaa) or 
celecoxib (Celebres) In severe cases, methotrexate 
(Rheumatrex) or n ciophosphanudr (Cytoxan) are given 
The US Food and Drug Administration recently approved 
anakmra (Kineret), a medicine that decreases proteins that 
cause inflammation It is expected to he available this fall 
or winter

When Dr Samuel Johnson 
demanded to know what good 
Oliver Cromwel had aver done 
England, Lord Auchinleck 
exploded “God* doctor, he taught 
kings that they had a joint in their 
neck." Kings ware mortal -id their 
heads no more secure than 
others 

Despite our democratic ideals, 
we often forget that all human 
beings have “a joint in their 
neck ” Unfortunately, in demo¬ 
cratic as wall as totalitarian lands 
we look to human beings to do 
and be what is beyond human 
nature We confer a near-perfec¬ 
tion upon them and expect that 
they will rule in perfect wisdom 
and justice When they fail us. 
some of us will stoutly deny their 
failure, while others will see only 
their failures 

Just one year ago approxi¬ 
mately one-half of the U5A was 
happy with the outcome of the 
presidential election, while the 
other half of the country was quite 
unhappy I think politics may now 
be our true religion. For many the 
litmus test of character is. not 
whether they believe in and serve 
God, but whether they are a 
Republican or Democrat. 

The Anointed One 

In ancient Israel, kings were 
ceremonially anointed as God's 
Messiah—“the anointed one”— 
and were regarded as semi-divine.

Although iron beds were being made 
in Europe by the late 1700s, they did 
not become common in the United 
States until 100 years later. By then, 
they were manufactured in factories 
across the country. 

Iron beds are made of arrangements 
of tubes and rods held together with 
cast-iron joints, called castings. The 
thicker the tubing and the heavier the 
castings, the sturdier the bed frame. 
Find a bed with all its parts. Original 
side rails and hitches (where the rail 
connects to the head- and footboards) 
are important. They need to fit tightly 
in order to prevent wobbling. Visible 
weld marks on the hitches are indica¬ 
tions of amateur repairs. And more 
than a tiny bit of rust is also a red flag. 

Most iron beds were originally 
painted. If you find a bed with worn 
paint, you can repaint it without wor¬ 
rying about decreasing its value.

. antique pressed glass. Can 
you tell me what a “apooner’’ was 
used for? It looks like a large goblet, 
to me. 

A .Spooners do look like large 
• goblets or tumblers. Another 
name for the same thing ia a “spoon 
holder.” Spooners held teaspoons. 
Guests would take a spoon from the 
spooner to stir their tea or coffee. 
Pressed glass spooners were made in a 
variety of patterns during the 19th 
century. Many of them matched sets of 
pressed glass dishes.

• On Dec. 29, 1845, six months after 
the congress of the Republic of Texas 
accepts U.S. annexation of the territo¬ 
ry, Texas is admitted into the United 
States as the 28th state.

When Cats Aren’t 
So Cuddly 

Q . 1 have a male cat, 6 years old, 
• who will not let anyone pick 
mm up or even rub him without fear 
of being attacked, scratched or bit¬ 
ten. By attack 1 mean he strikes and 
then is gone. 

My husband and I have a 5- 
month-old granddaughter. When 
she is at my house we have to be sure 
he is not left alone with her. He does¬ 
n’t try to get near her or anything, 
but she is starting to notice him. 
And you and I know that as she gets 
older, she will be after him. 

I don’t know what we are going to 
do. He has been aggressive since he 
was first given to us at 6 weeks old. 
Thanks for anything you can do to 
help us. 

A . It sounds like your cat is experi¬ 
encing some anxiety! If he 
won’t let anyone near him, he may be 
getting stressed out in certain situa- 

tion$. 

Cats sometimes read to excessive 
(jetting or cuddling by nipping or bit¬ 
ing the petter's hand. If your cat 
allows you to pet him for a period of 
time, but then tenses up and bites you 
before running off, a simple solution 
would be to not pet him so much. 

Of course, no solution is that simple 
— and with your granddaughter com¬ 
ing to visit, ensuring he will not bite 
her is important. 

Unfortunately, your cal probably 
can’t handle a rambunctious loddler 
— few cats can tolerate being con¬ 
stantly followed, awkwardly picked 
up, and poked or prodded by tiny 
hands. Even the nicesi cat may scratch 
or nip ai children. 

From the point that your grand¬ 
daughter becomes a speedy crawler 
onward, you will have to put the cat in 
a separate area of the house (not in a 
tiny room, but an area with plenty of 
prowling space) with his food and lit¬ 
ter box. 

In the meantime, take your cat to the 
vet to rule out any physical problems,

accused of operating a 
runabout vessel that was 
traveling at a speed of 30- 
35 miles per hour when it 
struck a 28-foot pontoon 
boat belonging to Kevin 
Gloeckl, McHenry, at 2:45 
a.m. in the McHenry Cove. 

Crable’s runabout nearly 
hit one of the four passen¬ 
gers of the pontoon boat 
who were swimming in the 
water at the time, while two 
additional persons had to 
dive from the floatboat, 
which was sitting dead in 
the water with full naviga¬ 
tional lights displayed. 
Crable continued on south¬ 
bound, then turned cast 
under the Rt. 219 bridge 
and left the scene. Gloeckl 
and the five other persons, 
cither on board the pon¬ 
toon boat or swimming 
nearby in the water, nar¬ 
rowly avoided injury. 

According to the police 
report later filed by NRP 
investigator Cpl. John Mil- 
bourne, Crable never 
stopped to inquire of the 
victims if any medical assis¬ 
tance was needed and failed 
to report the accident to 
authorities. Crable left the 
county shortly afterward, 
taking his boat with him, 
and two days elapsed before 
information was developed 
naming him as a suspect. 

Crable reportedly admit¬ 
ted to striking Gloeckl’s 
boat during a telephone 
interview conducted by the 
NRP investigator on July 
25, 2000, the charging state¬ 
ment noted. The next day 
Milbourne traveled to Mon¬ 
roeville, where Crable again 
admitted that he struck 
Gloeckl’s boat and allegedly 
added that I) he had drunk 
three to four beers at the 
Honi Honi bar prior to the 
crash: and 2 ) he knew that 
he had nearly hit the pon¬ 
toon boat head-on. 

The investigator also 
obtained a statement from 
Crable’s only passenger, 
Hedgesville, W.Va., resident 
William Mayles, who con¬ 
firmed that Crable’s boat 
struck the pontoon boat. 

Based on his probe, 
Milbourne obtained a crimi¬ 
nal summons charging 
Crable with failure to stop 
and render assistance, reck¬ 
less endangerment, and 
reckless operation of a 
motorboat. The charges led 
to Dec. 13, 2000, District 
Court hearing where Judge

Crable was ordered to pay a 
$500 fine and perform 50 
hours of community service. 

One month later, Cra¬ 
ble’s defense attorney re¬ 
quested that the court re¬ 
consider its ruling, and 
asked that the guilty verdict 
be changed to a PBJ ruling. 
On March 31, 2001, Judge 
Finan granted the revision 
to reflect a PBJ and one 
year of unsupervised proba¬ 
tion. 

Editor’s note: The pre¬ 
ceding account was necessi¬ 
tated when it was learned 
that this Garrett County Dis¬ 
trict Court case had inadver¬ 
tently been overlooked by the 
court reporter at the time of 
its hearing. The hit-and-run 
incident first appeared on the 
front page of this paper sev¬ 
eral days after it occurred.

Dr. Shear will discuss foot and hoof care and diseases 
at a Dairy Hoof Care and Management Program being 
offered by Maryland Cooperative Extension and ZINPRO. 

The one-day seminar will be held at the Four Points 
Hotel, Hagerstown, Md., from 9:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. January 
23, 2002. 

The seminar is designed for both dairy producers and 
consultants. Participants will learn directly applicable 
take-home information on management practices designed 
to improve foot care and health. In addition to Dr. 
Shear's presentation on diseases, sessions will focus on 
anatomy of the foot and hoof, proper hoof trimming and 
cow comfort, feeding for optimal foot and hoof health, 
and a research update on detecting lameness. 

Speakers include Dr. Ernest Hovingh of the Virginia- 
Maryland Regional College of Veterinary Medicine; Dr. 
Uri Tasch of the University of Maryland, Baltimore 
County; and Dr. David Byers, an independent dairy 
nutrition and management consultant. A registration fee 
of $10 per person includes lunch and a publication on 
hoof care and management. 

Delmarva Could Get Program That 
Combines Preservation, Farm Efforts

WASHINGTON—John 
Hall has seen Maryland 
farmers try to make sense 
of conservation programs. 
And he has seen them con¬ 
tinually running into road¬ 
blocks. 

They want to help the 
environment, said Hall of 
the University of Mary¬ 
land’s Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion, but land conservation 
programs are just too dis¬ 
jointed and confusing. 

"There are several con¬ 
servation programs out 
there, and I think some¬ 
times the right hand doesn’t 
know what the left hand is 
doing,’’ Hall said. 

ITiat hodgepodge could 
be tidied up under a pro¬ 
posal being pushed in Con¬ 
gress that would make the 
pelmarva Pentusuia a 
tional test lab for conserva-i 
tion and environmental 
cleanup efforts. ’ 

The Delmarva Conserva¬ 
tion Corridor project, cham¬ 
pioned by Rep. Wayne Gil- 
chrest, R-Kennedyville, 
would create a network of 
land on the peninsula that 
would link agriculture, con¬ 
servation, and wildlife pres¬ 
ervation. 

"The goal is to make it 
easier for landowners to en¬ 
roll in the different pro¬ 
grams that USDA currently 
offers," said Gilchrest aide 
Sally McGee. 

Under the Delmarva pi¬ 
lot project, farmers with 
land in the corridors would 
be able to go to one place 
to enroll in every program 
for which they are eligible 
instead of struggling with 
the many fragmented con¬ 
servation programs offered 
by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

"They can go to one 
place and say, ‘This is what 
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my land looks hke, and 
where does it fall under the 
conservation corridor?’" 
McGee said. 

Farmers would not be 
forced to participate in any 
of the programs. 

"It’s all entirely volun¬ 
tary, just as all ag conserva¬ 
tion programs are," McGee 
said. But participating farm¬ 
ers "would receive priority 
consideration for all ag con¬ 
servation programs." 

Gilchrest tried to get the 
program included in the 
House farm bill, but with¬ 
drew his proposed amend¬ 
ment after Agriculture 
Committee leaders assured 
him they would add the pi¬ 
lot program in conference 
with the Senate. 

That chamber is still hag¬ 
gling ovel its version of the 
f^im bill, and a Senate vote 
was ii<(t' expected* until tjps 
week af the'darllest. Once 
the senate acts, a confer¬ 
ence - conunittee will get to¬ 
gether to negotiate differ¬ 
ences between the bills and, 
presumably, consider adding 
Gilchrest’s proposal. 

The program aims to 
keep agriculture viable 
while preserving water qual¬ 
ity and wildlife habitat. Gil¬ 
chrest said it is important to 
establish conservation areas 
on the Eastern Shore that 
reunite fragmented habitats 
there. 

The corridors "would be 
like the veins and arteries 
of the peninsula," he said. 

"With the participation of 
local, state, and federal in¬ 
terests, our shared goal is to 
establish and maintain a co¬ 
hesive and well-functioning 
Delmarva Conservation 
Corridor — a well-function¬ 
ing ecosystem that includes 
land used for agriculture, 
recreation, and conserva¬ 
tion," Gilchrest said in a 
prepared statement. 

The Maryland depart¬ 
ments of Agriculture and 
Natural Resources would 
coordinate the program 
with the federal Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
and the U.S. departments 
of Agriculture and Interior, 
Gilchrest said. 

Providing conservation 
incentives and creating local 
farming cooperatives would 
help struggling family-farm 
states like Maryland, Gil¬ 
chrest said. 

Hall said it is important 
to bolster agriculture for 
the conservation plan to 
work. 

"We can’t have a viable 
conservation corridor with¬ 
out having a viable agricul¬ 
ture," he said. 

The goal is to bring to¬ 
gether agricultural, conser¬ 
vation, and wildlife pro¬ 
grams and lands, he said, 
bettering farmers’ livelihood 
and environmental health at 
the same time. 

Farm groups, like the 
Maryland Farm Bureau, 
have had little to say about 
Gilchrest’s plan because it 
is still mostly in Gilchrest’s 
head. But Gilchrest and his 
staff are optimistic that the 
plan will ultimately be in¬ 
cluded m the tarm bill. 

"This could become a na¬ 
tional jewel," Gilchrest said.

In 
addition; the fund com¬ 
memorates the upcoming 
10th anniversary in 2002 of 
Music at Penn Alps, a sum¬ 
mer-long series of classical 
recital and chamber music 
ensembles, with several con¬ 
certs devoted to distinctly 
American popular musical 
forms. 

Contributions to the fund 
will support the purchase of 
a new piano for the Great 
Hall, the location for all 
MPA concerts, along with 
other projects to enhance 
MPA operations.

After graduating from 
Salisbury High School, she 
earned a bachelor's degree 
from Waynesburg College, 
an M.S. from Kent State 
University, and a doctorate 
in biology from the Univer¬ 
sity of Pittsburgh. She 
taught at Frostburg State 
University, Goshen College, 
American University, the 
University of Pittsburgh, 
and Bluffton College 

In 1957, while teaching 


Schrock answered a call to 
conic home to her beloved 
Alleghenies and serve its 
people. She founded 16 
groups dedicated to the 
mission of preserving the 
area's arts and crafts, music, 
history, and spiritual values. 
Her best-known accomplish¬ 
ments include the Penn

Congress Passes Bill That Will 
Help Fund Area Meals On Wheels 


The United States Con¬ 
gress has passed a Labor, 
Health, and Human Servic¬ 
es (HHS) and Education 
Appropriations bill that in¬ 
cludes an allotment of 
$25,000 for the Garrett 
County Meals on Wheels 
program. 

"It’s a great way to start 
the new year," said Glenn 
Tolbert, Garrett County 
Community Action’s vice 
president of community and 
economic development. The 
money will allow the resto¬ 
ration of Meals on Wheels 
delivery to five days each 
week. The program had 
been reduced in the fall to 
three days per week follow¬ 
ing the loss of a grant from 
the Phillip Morris Compa¬ 
ny 

Senator Barbara Mi- 
kulski saici she is particular¬ 
ly proud of the allotment, 
as she was active in sup¬ 
porting the bill’s passage. 

"I fought for this money 
for the Garrett (.ounty 
Meals on Wheels program 
because so many seniors de¬ 
pend on it so they can re¬ 
main in their homes and in 
their communities," the 
senator said. "We arc seeing 
an increased demand for 
home-delivered meals and 
we all need to do our part 
to make sure we arc meet¬ 
ing those demands. I’m 
proud to have secured this 
money for the people of 
Garrett County." 

Tolbert, who has been 
working closely with Mikul- 
ski’s staff over the past 
months to seek federal 
funding for the program, 
said it was a "lesson in good 
representative government" 
the way the matter was set¬ 
tled. 

"litis rather minor re¬ 
quest for funds came at a 
lime when the U.S. Senate 
was not only embroiled in 
the political and security 
concerns of a new war, but 
also in the midst of the an¬ 
thrax threat, with several 
members’ offices being con¬ 
taminated with the deadly 
virus," Tolbert said. "De¬ 
spite all this, Rhonda 
Rhodes of Mikulski’s staff 
would regularly call and 
spend time on the tele¬ 
phone with ntc to update us 
on the progress of federal 
funding. We arc very grate¬ 
ful to both Ms. Rhodes and 
the senator for their time 
and efforts, and for not 
forgetting us out here in the 
woods of Garrett County 
while international events 
were making strenuous de¬ 
mands i)n their time." 

Tolbert received a letter 
from Mikulski last week no¬ 
tifying him of the approved 
funding. 

Adina Brodc, director of 
Garrett County’s Area 
Agency on Aging, said the 
funding will allow the pro¬ 
gram to be restored to five- 
day delivery by Jan. 7. She 
also expressed her gratitude 
to the Congress as well as 
to the local community for 
its support. Ilie proceeds of 


a local fund-raiser com¬ 
bined with general dona¬ 
tions from the public al¬ 
lowed the restoration of 
one day to the program last 
month. 

"But we hope no one 
thinks that this means the 
program doesn’t need con¬ 
tinual support," Brode not¬ 
ed. She said she is worried 
that now that the temporary 
needs of the program have 
been met through a combi 
nation of local support, 
grant funding, and the fed¬ 
eral appropriation, the pub¬ 
lic will lose interest. 

"We need every single 
dollar that we can get to 
save up for next year’s 
efforts and for the year

Without doubt there 
are some clear and all too 
real problems before deci¬ 
sion makers. The problem 
is NOT land use, the prob¬ 
lem is performance stan¬ 
dards. 

If land use zoning was 
the answer then lake prop¬ 
erty owners wouldn’t need 
disproportionate member¬ 
ship on the county land use 
authority. If land use zoning 
was the answer then some 
Maryland Circuit Court 
rulings on a couple of cases 
in recent years would not 
put honest people of nor¬ 
mal intelligence at risk of 
hurting themselves laughing 
at zoning law. If anyone 
ever doubted that the an¬ 
swer to some legal dilem¬ 
mas is to outspend your 
opponent, then spend some 
time following zoning ap¬ 
peals. One local case m 
particular was a howler. 

The inescapable evidence 
based on studies of other 
"getaway" areas and tourist 
areas is this: land use zon¬ 
ing in areas like Garrett 
County leads to gentrifica- 
tion followed bv taxing 
medium and low income 
locals off desirable proper¬ 
ty. The ONLY CERTAIN 
way medium and low in¬ 
come locals can continue to 
own desirable property in 
Garrett County is by pre¬ 
venting land use zoning. We 
can do this by taking the 


lead in establishing perfor¬ 
mance standards for access 
(chemical, noise, odor and 
sight) pollution, and other 
pubhc safety items, to men¬ 
tion a few of a long list. 

Appropriate questions 
about the proposed race 
track are these: Do land use 
zoning enthusiasts want to 
stop the property owner 
altogether, or ao they mere¬ 
ly want reasonable protec¬ 
tions from dangerous traf¬ 
fic, dust storms, loud noise 
and bright lights? Reason¬ 
able people are going to 
agree that a traffic plan is a 
good idea no matter where 
a commercial use is intend¬ 
ed. Reasonable people are 
going to agree that ade¬ 
quate water and sewerage 
for intended use be avail¬ 
able no matter where a 
commercial use is intended. 
Reasonable people are 
going to agree that these 
are performance issues and 
not use issues. If dust, noise 
and light pollution and 
public safety are properly 
addressed, then reasonable 
people can set reasonable 
oerformance standards and 
land use is not an issue. It 
is perhaps time the county 
government got moving on 
these items instead of wait¬ 
ing for the state to force 
land use zoning by some 
back door method. 

By regulation of pollu¬ 
tion of all kinds, noise, dust, 
light, noxious odors, sight 
bught to name a few, per¬ 
formance zoning returns 
zoning to its original and 
only valid function, public 
health and safety. Perfor¬ 
mance zoning allows mixed 
use as long as public health 
and safety standards are 
met. As a last resort the 
land can be annexed, and 
there are about five hun¬ 
dred other ways to skin this 
cat. No one m their right 
mind wants a race track 
near them, but let’s not use 
an atom bomb to take out a 
squirrel. 

The price of freedom is 
eternal vigilance. Be heard 
now, or be herded later.

CHRISTMAS FRIENDSHIP 

A kinsman of mine has a saying, "You never know who 
your friends are; you only ever know who they aren’t." It 
is a grim piece of wisdom. Sad to say, it is a fortunate per¬ 
son, indeed, who has not experienced the truth of it. 

For all the talk of love and peace and joy, people rarely 
experience the emotions of personal broken-ness more 
than at Christmas time. The burden of failed relationships 
rests heaviest on our shoulders now. The structure of the 
church year can be balm to our wounds, if we but remem¬ 
ber it. 

During the 12 days of Christmas there are many sub¬ 
themes, one of which is friendship. Yesterday commemo¬ 
rated St. Stephen, who evidenced his friendship for Christ 
in his martyrdom, the first of the Christian Church. Today 
is the feast of St. John the Evangelist, the beloved disci¬ 
ple. 

St. Stephen and St. John make a handsome contrast. St. 
Stepllen proved his' friendship by dying for Christ, and St. 
John proved his friendship by living for Christ. Those are 
the alternative expressions of friendship open to us all. 
We must do the latter until we are called to do the for¬ 
mer. 

These days immediately following Christmas remind us 
that we cannot rightly celebrate the birth of Christ unless 
we also remember his death. The feast of St. John carries 
us to the foot of the cross where St. John alone of the di¬ 
sciples was brave enough to show his face, the others 
watching from afar. 

Few scenes, in or out of scripture, compare with that 
one when Jesus, in the throes of death, troubles himself to 
provide for his mother who had also come to Calvaiy 
there to see her beloved son die for the world. To Mary, 
he says, "Behold your son!" and to John, "Behold your 
mother!" 

John, the eagle of Revelation, carried his new foster 
mother to safety, and cared for her until her death years 
later. Jesus could count on John as he could count on no 
one else. John did not let him down. John died a natural 
death as an old man, his last years spent as a prisoner for 
the sake of his friend. For sure, he earned the epitaph 
"friend of Jesus Christ." 

What is puzzling is that in St. John’s gospel Jesus calls 
the 11 disciples (Judas had already left.) "friends." Even 
knowing that Peter would betray him, Jesus called him 
"friend." In that passage (St. John 15:13-17) Jesus eluci¬ 
dates friendship in four different ways. 

First, they were the friends of Jesus absolutely because 
Jesus was willing to die for them. Second, they were 
friends conditionally, if they obeyed the commandment of 
Jesus (to love one another). Third, they were friends rela- 
tionalfy because they had been drawn into intimacy with 
God the Father. Fourth, they were friends because of 
election, in that God had chosen them and not they God. 

Most amazing is that of these four facets of friendship, 
only one requires that we be friendlike back to Jesus. In 
the case of St. Peter, he, by denying Jesus, did ahnost as 
wicked a thing as did Judas. In spite of that, Jesus called 
Peter "friend," and established him as the leader of the 
earthly church. 

There is a lot of hope in that for me. I struggle with all 
of my unfriendlike ways toward Jesus, betraying and deny¬ 
ing him frequently in word and deed. God keeps calling 
me into friendship, with the example of St. John, to live 
for Jesus each and every day. That is good, and that is 
clear. 

What remains obscure is how that relates to the broken 
relationships of my life. I long for healing, but I often do 
not know what healing would look like. There is no use in 
living in a fantasy or a mere wish. One does not have to 
be an alcoholic to realize that one has been living in de¬ 
nial. 

There is a need to discern which relationships are re¬ 
parable and which are broken beyond repair. There is a 
need to discern that healing often cannot make things like 
they used to be. When a leg has been amputated it is pos¬ 
sible to walk again, but not to get back the amputated leg. 

These are my own musings about friendship in the 
wake of Christmas. However confused I am about rela¬ 
tionships which are broken, I am very clear about the wise 
joy of nurturing the friendships which are intact. There is 
every kind of virtue in keeping friendships healthy and in 
working to make them healthier. 

The art of the good life is to call one another into

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Fischetti "Kept 'em Flying And 
Fighting " As WWII Navy WAVE

One of the most evident 
characteristics of American 
society is the way our citi¬ 
zens pull together during a 
crisis and jump into action 
to do what needs to be 
done. Christine (Milgrim) 
Fischetti, a native of south¬ 
western Virginia’s Wythe 
County who has made Oak¬ 
land her home over the last 
three decades, was among 
the first of nearly 100,000 
women who answered their 
country’s call to arms dur¬ 
ing World War 11 by volun¬ 
teering for. military service 
with the U.S. Navy’s 
WAVES (Women Accepted 
for Volunteer Emergency 
Service) at the first oppor¬ 
tunity in January 1943. 

The wartime Navy uti¬ 
lized the skills of WAVES 
volunteers, who eventually 
made up nearly 3 percent of 
the branch’s total comple¬ 
ment, in a wide variety of 
assignments. Although tra¬ 
ditionally female-held jobs 
in the clerical and secretari¬ 
al field took up an expected 
large portion of the new re¬ 
cruits who overwhelmed re¬ 
cruiting offices across the 
country, they also broke 
ground in previously "men- 
only" positions in the avia¬ 
tion sector, Judge Advocate 
General Corps, medical 
professions, and the fields 
of communications, intelli¬ 
gence. science, and technol¬ 
ogy- 

"From the first moment I 
heard of the WAVES I 
wanted to sign up," Fischetti 
recalled recently. "My older 
sister Gertrude was saying 
how badly she wanted to 
join but couldn’t because 
she was married. I didn’t 
hesitate once I got the idea. 
My dad, Ben Milgrim, had 
to sign for me because I 
was young, and he said the 
only reason he agreed was 
because he wanted to get 
me out of the Dublin, Vir¬ 
ginia, ammunition manufac¬ 
turing plant where I was 
working as a civilian making 
mortar propellant. He 
thought that was more dan¬ 
gerous than anything else I 
could be doing." 

A survivor of a German 
{fas attack during his WWI 


service in Europe, the girl’s 
father was a hard-working 
man who toiled five days a 
week in a West Virginia 
coal mine over 100 miles 
from the family farm in 
Wythe County, Va., and 
would drive home to spend 
weekends working the farm. 
Ben Milgrim and his wife 
I rudie saw 20-year-old 
Christine off on a cold Jan¬ 
uary morning in 1943 as she 
departed for Roanoke, Va., 
to enlist on the first day the 
WAVES recruiter visited 
the area. She has been told 
she was the first woman 
from Wythe County to en¬ 
list for military service, but 
hasn’t been able to verify 
that account. 

Christine got an intro¬ 
duction to the ways of the 
military at the outset. De¬ 
spite signing on for radio 
operator’s training, which 
was taking place in Iowa, 
she was soon told that her 
aptitude test showed she 
was suited for mechanic’s 
training, and, following boot 
camp in New York, she was 
sent to mechanic’s trade 
school in Tennessee. "I was 
mad about that, because I 
really wanted to be a radio 
operator; really, I thought I 
could do anything," she 
stated, a sentiment borne 
out by her top-of-the class 
finish, which entitled her to 
make a choice of available 
worksites. "I chose the base 
at Alameda, California, on 
the San Francisco Bay. I 
wanted to see California, 
and didn’t mind being a 
long way from home." 

As a military pioneer of 
sorts, the new aviation 
machinist mate second class 
also had to introduce fellow 
service personnel to the 
concept of a woman in uni¬ 
form. "After mechanic's 
training, I shipped out to 
California aboard a troop 
transport train. I was the 
only female on the whole 
train, so at night a guard 
was posted at the door of 
my sleeping berth for the 
five-day trip." 

Having been trained in 
all facets of aviation, includ¬ 
ing flight theory, diagnos¬ 
tics, electrical systems, and 
engine mechanics, Christine 
and her fellow WAVES ma-

chinist mates were responsi¬ 
ble for taking naval aircraft 
that had been riddled with 
Japanese bullets and flak 
during Pacific Theater op¬ 
erations and repairing them 
for return to combat. 

"We worked on every¬ 
thing, but mainly saw F-4 
fighters and SBD scout 
bombers," said Christine. 
"The crews were mixed fe¬ 
male and male, and there 
were only 11 women on the 
whole base — but it seemed 
like-we- did most of the 
work on each job. The men 
would take advantage of us 
by talking a lot during the 
jobs, or pretending they had 
to keep an eye on our work, 
while we were focused on 
our tasks. To be honest, a 
lot of the men were lazy, 
and we felt we could out¬ 
work any of them. By the 
last year of the war I was 
promoted to check over the 
work and sign off to return 
the repaired planes to flight 
duty." 

Despite being bound to 
the ground during their 
swing-shift workweeks in 
the hangars, Christine and 
fellow female mechanics got 
many opportunities to fly as 
they joined pilots who test¬ 
ed the just-repaired aircraft. 
"Pilots would want to make 
sure everything was running 
perfectly, and having the 
folks who made the repairs 
come along for a ride was

one way to be sure it was 
done right," she said, laugh¬ 
ing. "But really it had as 
much to do with the fact 
that we were women and 
they liked taking us along 
for the ride. I loved flying, 
and still do. 

"One time I was in a 
plane that was landing at 
the base, and we did a belly 
landing by mistake. Ihe 
controls for the flaps and 
lauding gear for that partic¬ 
ular plane were placed way 
too close together in the 
cockpit, and sometimes the 
pilots would lower the land¬ 
ing gear to land and then 
accidently raise them back 
up as they were adjusting 
the flaps. We were lucky we 
didn’t flip over, which 
would have been easy to do, 
and before the war was 
over they made changes at 
the factory to correct the 
problem. 


"1 always considered my 
service time as a three-year 
paid vacation.

^frard reports filed with the 
state showed that fewer 
40 businesses, just un¬ 


der 9 percent of those cited, 
were forced to close tempo¬ 
rarily or lose their licenses 
as punishment. 

The majority of establish¬ 
ments who sold alcohol to 
minors — including some 
who had committed more 
than one violation — paid 
fines and then continued 
business as usual. About 70 
percent of cited businesses 
paid fines ranging from 
$100 to $5,000, with more 
than half paying $500 or 
less, according to the CNS 
analysis. And 18 who sold 
alcohol to minors walked 
out of their liquor control 
board hearings with no 
more than a warning or let¬ 
ter of reprimand. TTie re¬ 
maining businesses got a 
mixture of fines, repri¬ 
mands, or probation.

were six known violations, 
resulting in only one sus¬ 
pension/revocation. 

Regulators and industry 
officials defended the cur¬ 
rent structure of penalties, 
saying that suspensions are 
not always merited and that 
fines and warnings are 
enough to dissuade most li¬ 
censees from selling to mi- 
no 

"Depending on the estab¬ 
lishment, you might put 
people out of work with a 
suspension," said Jane 
Schroeder, who is president 
of the Maryland Akohol Li¬ 
censing Association and 
works for Baltimore City’s 
liquor control board. 

"Given the economy, 
that's a difficult thing to de¬ 
cide to do," Schroeder said. 
"You can actually kill a 
business. That’s a serious 
consideration." 

But while youth advo¬ 
cates like Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers "recognize 
the predicament that retail 
establishments are in," they 
said it is critical that those 
establishments be stopped 
from providing alcohol to 
children and teen-agers. 

"The owner still has the 
responsibility to be sure 
he’s following the law," said 
Brenda Barnes, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Mary¬ 
land chapter of MADD. 

Advocates said it is par¬ 
ticularly important that sec¬ 
ond-time offenders be tem¬ 
porarily banned from selling 
alcohol, preferably during a 
weekend 

"In many cases, retailers 
don’t respond vnjfii thiir 
license can be suspended," 

said Molly Mitchell, who 
coordinates the state’s pro¬ 
gram for combating under¬ 
age drinking in Maryland. 

Mitchell noted that most 
license holders don’t violate 
the law in the first place, 
but said those who do 
should face tough and con¬ 
sistent penalties. 

But Schroeder called 
mandatory suspensions for 
second-time offenders "un¬ 
realistic." 

Some jurisdictions al¬ 
ready have laws in place to 
require the suspension of a 
second-time offender’s li¬ 
cense. 

^jjn Frederick County, for 
example, businesses caught 
selling to minors are fined 
and have their licenses sus¬ 
pended, but the suspension 
is not enforced during a 
probationary period. If the 
establishment is caught sell¬ 
ing to minors during the 
probation, the first suspen¬ 
sion is enforced in addition 
to any penalty that may be 
levied as a result of the sec¬ 
ond violation.

sics, child development, and 
managing behavior," said 
Clester. 

"Students learn how to 
take control of their charges 
in a positive way, what to 
expect based on the age of 
the child, and how to make 
the experience positive for 
both the children and them¬ 
selves," Clester added.

state laws, county liquor 
boards are charged with en¬ 
suring that a variety of local 
laws are followed and with 
deciding which sanctions 
are appropriate. The penal¬ 
ties for selling alcohol to 
minors varied greatly from 
jurisdiction to jurisdiction, 
the records showed. In Dor¬ 
chester County, for exam¬ 
ple, all six violators in the 
last year received letters of 
reprimand, while in Talbot 
County, the board ordered 
one first-time violator to 
stop selling alcohol for 
three days a?d pay a $500 

fine 

Mitchell said uniform 
liquor laws and sanctions 
could help deter licensees 
from breaking the law. 

"These laws send a mes¬ 
sage about what the expec¬ 
tations are," she said. "Uni¬ 
form sanctions would send 
a consistent message that 
these violations are serious." 

More consistent penalties 
could also help deter under¬ 
age drinkers, said Erin Ar- 
tigiani of the University of 
Maryland’s Center for Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Research. 

"It’s easy for youth in 
one county to drive to 
anothes," she said. "Right 
now they know a bar over 
in. another county will serve 
them when places in their 
home county won’t." 

CNS analyzed records 
provided by local liquor 
control boards to Comptrol¬ 
ler William Donald Schaef¬ 
er’s office, which monitors 
liquor violations. Each 
month, liquor boards in 
each jurisdiction — every 
county plus Annapolis and 
Baltimore City have boards 
— submit a monthly notice 
of board activity to the 
comptroller’s office. 

Liquor boards are en- 
couraied to send a notifica¬ 
tion form each and every 
month, but in some cases 
boards do not send notice 
when there is no activity.

JOE SOMEBODY 

Rated PG - Running Time: 1:37 - Released 12/21/01 

If there were ever a perfect example of a lightweight, 
feelgood holiday movie, Joe Somebody is it. Written by 
newcomer John Scott Shepherd and directed by John 
Pasquin, this film is like a cup of hot cocoa with extra 
marshmallows. Light, fluffy, and insubstantial, it goes 
down smoothly, is a little too sugary near the end, and is 
comforting but quickly forgotten. The plot makes a 
mountain out of a mole hill (something at which Holly¬ 
wood movies excel), and the acting by leading players 
Tim Allen and Julie Bowen is standard and workmanlike. 
The one marginally notable performance is given by Jim 
Belushi, but his time dn screen is limited. 

The storv involves a scuflle in a company parking lot 
between geeky doormat Joe Scheffer (Allen) and bullyish 
junior employee Mark McKinney (Patrick Warburton). 
When Joe speaks up to Mark about parking in his spot, 
Mark punches him out in front of his 12-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Natalie (Hayden Panettiere), humiliating Joe and 
causing him to spiral into a depression and miss several 
days of work. Fearing a lawsuit against the company, oily 
middle manager Jeremy Callahan (Greg Germann) sends 
the company’s wellness coordinator, Meg Harper (Bowen), 
to bring him back. Finally, Joe decides the only way to 
save face is to fight Mark again. He works out, takes 
martial arts lessons (from a former action movie star 
played amusingly by Belushi), and schedules a re-match, 
which suddenly makes him the most popular guy at 
work. See what I mean about insubstantial? Despite the 
protestations of his old-for-her-years daughter and Meg, 
tor whom he begins to develop romantic feelings, he 
relishes his newfound fame and happily sucks up all the 
extra attention. As fight day approaches, he must choose 
between furthering his new "cool guy" image and main¬ 
taining his two most important relationships. 

At the risk of mixing metaphors, I’m tempted to 
make another food analogy for this movie: it’s like the 
sorbet between the more substantial courses. Released 
light ill the middle of OoCai season, with the big guns 
showing in theatres all around it, Joe Somebody is as 
much a comparative lightweight as its title character, but 
it might be considered a relief by some moviegoers. 
Unlike the heavy dramas and big-budget adventure/ 
fantasy films, it doesn’t require you to think too hard or 
get emotionally involved. Bearing clear marks of a film 
made strictly to pay the bills, its performances are 
phoned in and its direction is eminently average. Very 
little chemistry arises between Allen and Bowen, who do 
only what is absolutely necessary to make us think they 
like each other, and most of the supporting roles are 
cardboard cutouts, particularly the film’s two villains. 
Warburton, a talented and funny performer, is crimi¬ 
nally underused, reduced to playing a monosyllabic, 
thick-necked bad guy. While Joe Somebody is reasonably 
engaging for an afternoon’s entertainment without seri¬ 
ous mental or emotional exercise, it seems to function in 
its own little world, oblivious to the fact that there are 
much better things out there to see right now. -kitit

JIMMY NEUTRON: BOY GENIUS 

Rated G - Running Time: 1:17 - Released 12/21/01 

While it lacks the sparkling wit of other recent 
children’s movies, Jimmy Neutron: Boy Genius is a 
serviceable piece of juvenile entertainment with high 
production values and low expectations. Based on die 
story written by director John A. Davis and Steve 
Oedekerk, and adapted for the screen with the help of 
David N. Weiss ana J. David Stem, the film stars pint- 
sized, huge-headed, pompadour-wearing inventor and 
braniac James Isaac Newtron, whose inventions don’t 
always work exactly the way they’re supposed to, but 
never fail to get him in plenty of trouble with his parents. 
It features crisp, digital 3-D animation and a spectacular 
array of beautifiil colors, wrapped around a mediocre-at- 
beat script with a pedestrian story and marginally 
interesting characters. 

Always trying to reach out to the alien community, 
the pre-pubescent Jimmy (voice of Debi Derryberry) 
launches a crude communications satellite made out of 
his parents’ toaster into space with a brief video message 
announcing the existence of planet Earth and its human 
inhabitants. Little does Jimmy know his message is 
intercepted by KingGoobot (Star Trek’s Patrick Stewart), 
the ruler of a race of egg-shaped, gooey green aliens from 
the planet Yokus whose transparent shells keep their 
green liquid insides from spilling out. Thinking that 
humans might be a tasty treat for the huge monster 
chicken that seems to be in control, the nasty king and 
his toady assistant Ooblar (Martin Short) dispatch a fleet 
of ships to Earth to abduct the entire adult population. 
While Jimmy and his friends are at an amusement park, 
their parents are taken aboard the rubber-chicken¬ 
shaped ships and flown back to Yokus to begin the 
traditional brainwashing/indoctrination/sacrifice proce¬ 
dures. 

Although at first the kids love living without the 
annoying rules of their elders, they soon realize that no 
one is making them dinner. Jimmy figures out what 
happened, plans a rescue mission, and desisms a collec¬ 
tion of spaceships out of amusement park rides. Soon he 
is flying through the galaxy with his friends, who include 
the asthmatic and wimpy Carl Wheezer (Rob Paulsen); 
tough guy and teen heartthrob Nick Dean (Candi Milo); 
Jimmy’s prime intellectual competitor, brainy girl Cindy 
Vortex (Candy Milo, who is apparently a different person 
from Candi); and his trusty robot dog Goddard. There 
they find Jimmy’s mother (Megan Cavanagh) and father 
(Mark DeCarlo), and all their parents, under the control 
of the brainwashing headgear placed there by Goobot and 
his minions. 

As I have mentioned before, it is only in this age of 
ever-increasingly-amazing computer animation that a 
film like Jimmy Neutron would be judged as average. 
Ten years ago, it would have changed the world. But 
considering that the honeymoon period of CGI has worn 
off considerably, the script is the next thing to be judged, 
and in this case it is nothing to write home about. There 
are some clever comments and a few quirky supporting 
performances (like SCTV alum Andrea Martin, who 
plays Jimmy’s teacher with amusing psychosis), and the 
artwork is certainly distinctive, but for the most part this 
film is another low-rent idea gone Hollywood. * 

ALI 

Rated R - Running Time: 2:37 - Released 12/25/01 
(Guest review by Jeremy Carr) 

It seems like quite a task for a film to attempt to 
tackle the life and times of someone as flamboyant as 
Muhammad Ali. Director Michael Mann, however, is no 
stranger to difficult subjects. His previous feature, The 
Insider, took on the tobacco industry and before that he 
managed to allow both Robert De Niro and A1 Pacino to 
shine...in the same movie, with Heat. If anybody, he 
certainly would be able to faithfully bring Ali’s life to the 
big screen, and that he does. 

Ali, obviously, tells the story of the great boxer and 
personality Muhammad Ali, up to the "Rumble In The 
Jungle" (his fight for the heavyweight title against George 
Foreman). Though the film does not show, and probably 
should have, all of the media attention Ali received, and 
caused, Mann does bring into focus the entire section of 
his life as far as his Muslim faith is concerned. 

Will Smith, yes, that’s right, The Fresh Prince of Bel 
Air, gives the performance of a lifetime (or his lifetime 
anyway, well just forget Wild Wild West and others). 
After having bulked up for the role, Smith also managed 
to get Ali’s mannerisms and voice down to near perfec¬ 
tion. 

Some of the boxing scenes went on a bit long at times, 
and never really showed us anything new as far as 
camera technique goes, but there were enough moments 
of brilliant mise-en-sc&ne to make up for it. 

It was certainly no Raging Bull, but, then again, 
nothing ever will be, boxing movie or otherwise. Ali, like 
Raging Bull, does not fall strictly into the real m of boxing 
movie, however. It is the story of a person and his life 
outside the ring above everything. 

I was pleasantly surprised with this film, thinking 
Big Willy could never get jiggy with it in the boxing ring, 
but he pulls it off wonderfully. And, while I don’t claim to 
know that much about boxing, Mann’s attention to detail 
was very accurate (some have called him an heir to 
Kubrick due to his meticulous perfectionism...though 
he’s not a fourth the director Kubrick was).

Recent studies and surveys have shown that since 
the September 11 tragedies Americana have been saarch- 
ing for more good-natured and wholeaome entertainment. 
Perhaps that is why The Majestic was scheduled to be 
released around the holidays. This film sets out, judging 
from some of the television trailers, to put everybody in 
a good mood and make them feel better about every¬ 
thing. The problem? It tries so hard that it ends up being 
a completely unrealistic, boring iece of work. 

The story revolves around life of a film writer 
(Jim Carrey) who gets blacklisted during the infamous 
McCarthyism, Hollywood Ten period in America. In 
despair, he drives drunk with his toy monkey, getA in a 
wreck which causes him to lose his memory, and ends up 
in a strange town where all the residents think he s 
someone else. It basically goes downhill from there. He 
begins to remember things, some citizens know he’s an 
impostor, and the individuals resnonsible for the black¬ 
listing begin to track him down. Oh yeah, and he falls in 
love with a woman who was, conveniently, the girlfriend 
of the man who he is thought to be. And, though it’s a bit 
out of place, there is a political message thrown in at the 
end. 

Throughout the course of the film there are loads of 
one-liners so cheesy that my eyes were rolling to the 
point of getting a headache. It doesn’t end with the 
dialogue, nowever. Some of the scenes contain moments 
that left me wondering how Jim Carrey could act in such 
a thing with a straight face (or as straight as his face ever 
is).

Barbara Hurd 
Wins Fellowship 

Frostburg Slate Universi¬ 
ty English professor Bar¬ 
bara Hurd, who is a resi¬ 
dent of Garrett County, was 
informed recently that she 
had been chosen for a Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts Literature Fellowship, 
one of 36 awarded this year 
from some 1,300 applicants. 
The fellowship’s main fea¬ 
ture is a $20,000 cash 
award, designed to give the 
fellow the freedom to write. 

A day or two later, she 
received a call from her 
publisher, Beacon Press, 
telling her that her book 
Stirring the Mud: On 
Swamps, Bogs and Human 
Imagination, had made the 
Los Angeles Times list of 
the Best Books of 2001 out 
of the 1,300 the newspap¬ 
er’s reviewers had consid¬ 
ered over the past year. 

Hurd said she is most ex¬ 
cited about the NEA award 
for creative nonfiction. "It’s 
one of the most coveted fel¬ 
lowships out there, and it’s 
highly competitive," she 
said. She shares the list with 
author Jonathan Franzen, 
who created a sensation re¬ 
cently when he criticized his 
selection to Oprah Win¬ 
frey’s book club list. 

One of the biggest ad¬ 
vantages Hurd sees in the 
fellowship is there is no ob¬ 
ligation to produce some¬ 
thing at the end of the one- 


since she is already at work 
on a collection of essays on 
caves, for which she has a 
book contract with a De¬ 
cember 2002 deadline. 

Hurd admits to being 
overcome by the news of 
the fellowship. The caller 
from NEA was trying to 
give her information about 
the competition’s judges,

was after she hung up on 
the caller the first time be¬ 
cause of a bad connection. 

"It was such an important 
message, and it wouldn’t go 
through," she said. 

It is still being deter¬ 
mined how the fellowship 
will change Hurd’s schedule 
at FSU, she said. 

As for the LA. Times, 
her book’s inclusion on its 
best of 2001 list will proba¬ 
bly provide more visibility. 


"'I hey and the Hew York 
Times are the big reviewers 
of books," she said. 

The Times concluded 
that, out of more than 1,200 
books considered, its re¬ 
viewers reserved their high¬ 
est praise for 82 novels and 
short story collections, 23 
children’s books, 25 myster¬ 
ies and thrillers, 10 poetry 
titles, 13 books on the 
West, and 85 works of non¬ 
fiction, of which Stirring the 
Mud was one. Their list and 
a condensed review can be 
read on the LA. Times web 
site at www.latimes.com, 
clicking on the "books" link, 
then on "Best Books of 
2001." 

As for Hurd, she said 
she’ll finish the year by 

grading exams, then she’ll 
think about what’s ahead.

WHO IS THE 
SERVANT? 

December 30, 2001 


Background Scripture: 
Isaiah 43:1-79 
Devotional Reading: 
Isaiah 42 1-9 


The words "servant" and "ser¬ 
vants" occur 877 times in the RSV 
Bible, indicating “one who is at 
the disposal or service of an¬ 
other," either in bondage, employ¬ 
ment or even voluntarily Some 
times, however, significant per¬ 
sons are referred to as “the ser¬ 
vant of ihe Lord" and God speaks 
of "my servant Israel ." When we 
come to Isaiah, there are 24 refer¬ 
ences to "servant" and often it is 
not crystal clear to whom the 
prophet is referring 

Early on it appears that the 
servant is the nation of Israel But, 
in time, Isaiah seems to speak, not 
of the whole nation, but of the 
remnant, that remains faithful and 
responsive to the Lord, the Israel 
within Israel In Isaiah 43, we be¬ 
gin to suspect that sometime he 
is referring to the remnant Israel 
and sometimes to a specific per¬ 
son. Some 500 years later, Jesus 
identified himself with this ser¬ 
vant. So. we've solved the prob¬ 
lem of Who is the servant?’ No, 
not entirely—but we will return 
to that question later. 

Isaiah 42 begins boldly: "Be¬ 
hold my servant, whom I uphold, 
my chosen in whom my soul de¬ 
lights " The servant here is nei¬ 
ther a slave nor an employee, hut 
one whom God has called to a 
vocation, for a mission God is the 
initiator and also the one who 
empowers the servant: "I have 
put my spirit upon him. " God 
never gives anyone a mission 
without providing the proper 
equipment. 

Bring Forth Justice 
The servant's mission “...he 
will bring forth justice lo the na¬ 
tions. ” Notice: the mission is not 
to spread their religion nor to send 
armies to bring all nations under 
Israelite rule The word translated 
here as 'justice,' mishpat is 
difficult to define, but, from the 
8thcentury BC prophets onward.

Often, when the wor4 
justice is used, people think o( 
the punishment of the guilty. Yeaj 
that is part of justice, but i( 
punishment is the focus then 
justice is simply "vengeance 
dressed up in Sunday clothes I 
Numenus a former Romarf 
governor, was charged with 
embezzlemeni, but denied the 
charge and although greatly 
suspected, could not he con¬ 
victed Exasperated, the judge. 
Delfidius. cried out. "Car anyone, 
most mighty Caesar, ever be found 
guilty if it be enough to deny thd 
charge?" To which Julian relied) 
"Can anyone be proved innocen 
if it he enough to have accuse* 
him'*" 

I believe our judicial system is 
probably the best in the world, yet 
it still falls far short of Biblical 
justice If a poor man and a riel) 
man are accused of the same 
crime, the latter’s chances of 
getting off are almost infinitely 
better than those of the former; 
When did you Iasi find a million-, 
aire on death row? The Minne¬ 
apolis Tribune reports that when 
a certain Texas judge instructed 4 
jury to leturn a verdict of 'guilty i 
in a car theft case, the jury fore' 
man dutifully replied: “We find the* 
innocent man that stole the car 
guilty"' 

Spiritual Power i 

Our Constitution speaks of 
justice before it mentions liberty 
and the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence proclaims: “all men are 
created equal." That does not 
mean equality in endowment or 
moral worth, hut equality before 
the law. Many of the Hebrew 
prophets sum up the mission of 
Israel as correcting the injustices 
visited upon the poor and weak. 

So the aim of the mission is to 
"bring forth justice," but there is 
a method that is also part of the 
mission. "He will not cry or lif) 
up his voice, or make it heard in 
the street; a bruised reed he will 
not break, and a dimly burning 
wick he will not quench; he will 
faithfully bring forth justice ” 
(42:2.3). The servant therefore will 
not enforce it with a sword, but 
with the light of example. “I have 
given vou as a light to the na¬ 
tions... " (v. 7). He will exercise his 
power in a quiet and unassuming 
manner. It is natural that we asso¬ 
ciate this ‘servant’ with Jesus 
Christ. That was his style and 
method.

Workshops For 
Farmers Slated 


Many Maryland farmers 
^re under-insured against 
income losses because of 


crop failure, market condi¬ 
tions, and other factors. 
'Thanks to a federal grant 
yvon by the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, a 
Series of education and in¬ 
formation programs for 
farmers will be held in Jan¬ 
uary on a broad range of 
new and improved risk 
management products avail¬ 
able to them. The work¬ 
shops will be conducted by 
the Maryland Cooperative 
Extension at eight locations 
across the state. 

"Managing the risks of 
farming has always been a 
serious challenge," said 
Maryland Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture Hagner R Mister. 
"Fortunately, a number of 
new and improved risk 
management products are 
available to help reduce the 
financial impact of unfavor¬ 
able production and market 
conditions. If we want to be 
successful, and if we want 
to get our fair share of the 


federal safety net for agri¬ 
culture, we need to better 
understand all the new risk 
management strategies and 
programs." 

Through the Agricultural 
Risk Protection Act, Con¬ 
gress expressed its commit¬ 
ment to crop insurance as 
the anchor for an agricul¬ 
tural safety net. Maryland 
was identified in the act as 
one of IS states where 
farmers are under-served by 
federal crop insurance pro¬ 
grams With only 2S percent 
of farmed acres protected 
by buy-up levels of crop in¬ 
surance, Maryland farmers 
are exposed to a high level 
of risk for farm revenue 


loss. The act provided grant 
funds for under-served 
states to provide risk man¬ 
agement education opportu¬ 
nities for farmers. 

The series of workshops 
for producers and a direct 
mail piece on risk manage¬ 
ment are the first phases of 
a multi-year effort to help 
producers improve their risk 
management performance. 

"Through the workshops 
and our outreach efforts we 
hope to have every farmer 
in Maryland become more 
knowledgeable about the

risk management products 
available to them," said Sec¬ 
retary Mister. "Our goals 
are to have all farmers eval¬ 
uate the products to see 
which, if any, will work for 
their situations and to iden¬ 
tify opportunities to im¬ 
prove the crop insurance 
program so that any needed 
changes can be communi¬ 
cated to the USDA Risk 
Management Agency for 
consideration." 

The workshops, tilled 
"Planning for Risk in 2002," 
will include an overview by 
a USDA representative 
about the various crop in¬ 
surance products that are 
currently available in Mary¬ 
land. Dr. Michael Haig, 
University of Maryland ag¬ 
riculture marketing Exten¬ 
sion specialist, will discuss 
how farmers can use crop 
insurance in combination 
with forward contracting to 
minimize production and 
market risks. Dr. Wesley 
Musser, UMD Extension 
economist, will describe the 
new Adjusted Gross Income 
(AGR) crop insurance pro¬ 
duct which covers all the 
commodities produced on 
the farm under one policy. 
AGR should be of particu¬ 
lar interest to farmers who 
grow a number of products 
that cannot be covered by 
conventional crop insurance 
policies. 

The workshops are free 
and encouraged for all 
farmers who want to learn 
more about using insurance 
products to manage risk, or 
who want to re-evaluate 
their insurance needs. Far¬ 
mers can register by con¬ 
tacting their county Exten¬ 
sion office and letting them 
know which of the work¬ 
shops listed below they 
want to attend. 

All of the workshops run 
from 9 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., 
except for the event in Gar¬ 
rett County, which will be¬ 
gin at 10 a.m. and end at 2 
p.m.

THE SUN — In early January, the sun shines for 9.4 
hours each day, which grows to 10.2 hours in late January. 
January begins with 7:40 a.m. sunrises and ends with 7:27 
a.m. sunrises. During January the sun’s peak height rises 
from 27 degrees to 33 degrees (30 degrees is us of the 
way up from the horizon to the top of the sky.) During 
January sunsets advance trom 5:04 p.m. to 5:36 p.m. 

In early January, the Earth is closest to the sun for the 
year at a distance of 91.4 million miles. (We are farthest 
from the sun in early July at a distance of 94.5 million 
miles.) The reason for our current cold weather is that our 
hemisphere is now tilted away from the sun. At the start 
of winter, a square foot of Earth receives only half as 
much sunlight as the same square foot of Earth at the 
start of summer. 

THE MOON — January opens with a nearly full moon 
that shifts to the morning sky for January’s first weekend. 
The moon is last seen as a slender crescent in the eastern 
dawn on January 11. !n mid January the moon appears 
underneath the planet Mars on January 18. The evening 
moon grows to half full on the 21st (appearing as a "C”). 
For a few days before and after this date, you will have 
the month’s best views of the moon’s craters and moun¬ 
tain ranges through binoculars or telescope. The moon ap¬ 
pears close to the planet Satarn on the 24th and the plan¬ 
et Jupiter on the 26th. The moon is full on January 28. 
January ends with the moon dominating the late evening 
sly. m , (iil t , 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Ourfive nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more steadi¬ 
ly than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet’s 
light may flicker. January evenings feature the very bright 
planet Jupiter and the bright planet Saturn in the eastern 
evening sky. The planet Mars shines low in the western 
dusk. In mid January, the planet Mercury can be seen low 
in the WSW as the sky turns deep blue. The brilliant plan¬ 
et Venus is too close to the sun to be seen in January. 

JANUARY’S BEST SIGHTS — A great concentration 
of bright winter stars is fully visible on January evenings. 
Added to these stellar jewels are two bright planets. First 
in brightness is the planet Jupiter. Second in brightness is 
the bright star Sirius, far below and to the right of Jupiter 
is the bright planet Saturn, in third place. About halfway
